ebiros ofprey vohatſoeuer thep bee, becauſe the Falcon doth 
patte all other hawkes inbolones and curtefic,and ts molt fae 
miliar to man of all other birds of peep. And thereofit proar- 
neth that we ſar, the Falcom Gentle, the Haggard Faleon, 
fhe Falcon Sacre and (o liketwifeotthe other Hawkes, cale 
ling them all by the name of Falcon. | 
Poreouer, as the Falcon, which is a lpeciall name of one 
kind of Patokes hath giuen name te all other Hawoks rbirds 
of prep: hath it beftowwed the name and title ofa Falconer, 
to ciierp ancofinbat fate o2 calling ſoeuer hee bee, that doth 
deale with any kind of Hawkes and the tearmeof Falconrie, 
to the act,p2ofetlion, and knowledge of luring and manning 


‘thofe birds of prey, by tubich finaularfkill, thep are mane fo

Auing diuided all thofe birds of prey and rauine, which 

ſerue to Falconrie ¢ Hatuking,into Cagles ¢ falcons, I 
mean firtt ofall fo Decipher pou the Cagle and Gulture, whom 
forme haucthonabt to be compiled onder the kinde ofan Ea⸗ 
gle.And fo confequently atter that,to {peak of Falcons, which 
ave birds of pep lerning to the vſe and myſterie of Hawking, 
and taking thei names of the Falcon. 

Ariftotle was of opinion, that there twas fire kindes of Ea⸗ 
gles twhich are named by bim,atozding as it pleaicd the inbas 
bitants of Oreceto.enfozme-bun,. niet 

Plinie in making the fame dtutfiow of Eagles, bath varied 
in that point altogether from Arisfor/e.ag touching the names 
and tearmes of Cagles,fo2 that they tueveof diners countries, 
and did weite in ſeuerall languages. But ſor that J meane ta 
this Boke onely to ſpeake of thoſe kindes of Cagles, which 
ſerue to Falconrie, J will deale but with five forts of Eagles: 
fo2 at theie daves, twee haue the vſe and experience but of the 
brovne Cagle, which is the Cagle Koyall, and the blacke Ea⸗ 
gle,theother kinds being of a baſe and ſlender courage, as ne 
Falconer will paine himſelle to luce them, oz manne them fo2 
bie o2 pleaſure. 
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Fir/t of the browne or yellow Eagle. 
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De bꝛowne or vycllow Cagle after Ariſtotles opinion, is 
calledin Oreck Guy ſeon, which doth fignifie in the French 
tong(kindly ¢ no baſtard boꝛn)becaus tt ts of al other kinds of 
eagles the true ¢ right cagle,¢ he doth cal him by p greek W020 
Chiyfaitos sop reaſon at bis goldẽ maple,¢in latin bets teamed

Stellaris,anv Herodus. Lbisis that Cagle tohome tweeall the 
Cacleropall,king of birds,and fometimes the bird of /npiter, 
and that Cagle which ought fobee taken and accounted the 
principall beſt, being moze huge and large then thebelt, and 
befines moꝛe rare edatntte fo be feene.Jo2 the doth haunt molt 
commonly the foppes of bigh and craggie mountaines, and 
oth there prey vpon all ſorts of ſowles,as alfo Hares, Ridds, 
@oats,¢ luch other like wild and ſauage beaſts ofthe field. 

This Cagle doth liue alwaves folitary and alone, vnleſſe 
happily the hath ber bꝛode with her, whome the doth conduct 
and guide krom place to place, the better to inſtruc them how 
fo kill their poep,and fede themfelues Wut no ſoner hath the 
made them perlit, x thꝛoughlyſcholed them therein, but preſẽt⸗ 
iy the chaſeth then out of that coaſt, doth abandon them the 
place where thep were ep2ed, and will in no wile bewke thein 
fo abide neere ber, fo the end(that the country where the diſclo⸗ 
feth)and maketh ber eyrie, bee not vnfurniſhed of conuenient 
prep which by the number ¢epcefline ſtore of Eagles, might 
otherwile be (poplea and made bare. Foꝛ itis very likelie, 
that ik her bꝛod and increaſe ſheuld there make ſtay, being fo. 
huge bwds,andoffogreatrauine, there would in Moet ſpace 
lacke prey fez her ſelle, and by meanethercof breede her to a 
farther euill and milchtefe-fo2 the auoyding of which this pro⸗ 
uident and carefull fowle doth preſently force herbmd to de⸗ 
part into ſome other part and Kegion. * 

This Cagle may with eale be nifcernen from the Culture, 
becaufe this Cagle Koyall, being bꝛowne or vellow maploe, 
Hath not her arms or fetin any condition couered withplume, 
as the Gulture hath,. j 

arucitts,thatthearmestthe Eagle is chort, vellow maild 
gall beſet with feales the pounces large her beak black, lena, 
and craked. at the top. he fraine of the Eagle Ropallsas.alfo 
the fraine.of the lender blacke Eagle, is ſhoet and fhifte.at the 
point, euen as the traincof tie Guitare is. 8 

The Cagle is alwares of one lelte hugenes, in reſpect ol her 
nature and it cannot he faid,in that the san Eagle, chat theig 

eyther 
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e yther larger or lefler,at any one fime o2 other, vnleſſe pou wil 


giue her the ſurname and addition ofblacke,pelloty, 02 ſome 


other (uch propername and tearme, which doth altar her aco⸗⸗ 


ding fo ber accidents,but nothing at all in regard of her ſub⸗ 
flance and nature. And were if not that ſhe is fo maſſie a foul, 
and not portable on the filt,(as in troth fhe is exceeding huge) 
and befines,itis ſo bard and dtfticulfa matter fo poonide ber 
pcp and fode, Princes and puiflant ates, would moze vſual⸗ 
ly haue her, and hawke with her fo2 their folace and pleature , 


than they now do. But bp reaſon he ts fo huge and bentrous, 


fhee might happily offer force and violence to the epes ano face 
of bevkeoper, if at any fime the fhould concetue difpleature az 
gaint hint. And fo2 thie caufe in chiele,the Cagle is not in vie, 
as other meaner hainks,and of leſſe force be tn theſe dayes. 

Hee that will haucthe Cagic to beqwd and tradable, muſt 
penile to take her an Cyeſle in the Cirte,nianning andatcuſto⸗ 
ming her among boundes and grephoundes, to the end that 
wihen hee goeth and addreſſeth him fo the field,the Eagle ſpa⸗ 
ring aloft ouer the hounds ſtarting the game, Fox, Hare, Bote 
o2 fuchlike beatts of the umd, hemaking her dotwne-come , ¢ 
ſtoping fromber wings, may ſo fap, ¢ lease bpon the game, 
vntillthe dogs come ut, and procure the fail thereof. .A man 
may firde her with any hing of fleth, and chiefly offuch game. 
and pecp,as the flapethin the fieldby flight. .

It hathbanfatd, thatan Cagle is of force to areſt, and 
caule a Colfe to ſtay, and till take him, with the aid and aſ⸗ 
liſtance of dogges, making into hervefcue,and that it hath ban 
fene and experimented. But formy part J finde the oddes of 
them ſo great, as J leaue the bebefe of it to the Header,not res 
citing it as atroth,butathing weitten fo he thegreat hardi⸗ 
wciic and vndaunted nature ofthe Eagle. 

It is reported that the men of thecountrp where the Eagls 
evreth, knowing thereof, and intending fo bercaue her xoung 
brode, doe arme and weil furnith their heads, lor fear leaſt the 
Cagle do offer them force and biolence.

And therefore 
being an Eyeſſe, and neuer feng, nor knowing any other 
leffe foiule then the Crane. af you cat her off to the Crane, the 
forthwith thinketh it fo be a fotule fitfo2ber, and by meane 
theveof fleeth the Crane very well, end becommeth a very god 
Cane fier, forhawks commonly proue eyther cowardes, 02 
hardie afterthey ave lirſt quarred. *

the Eyprie, till time they be fully ſummed ebard penned, or 
ihe do happily commit that errour, he ſhould not man ber, 
but pefentlp canfe her to be conueighed and placed in an Ey⸗ 
rie that moff doth refemble the Eprie ofa Hawke, ithe map 
conueniently come by any fuch,and there breed her, and fede 
ber waith god fleſh, luch asthe flety of Pullets, Chickens, 
Pigeons and ſuch like,fo2 otherivtle her tings twill not grow 
fo any perfection, and ber legs and other parts would quicklie 
be broken ¢ ware craked and her traine feathers,. and fo2 tye.

ry ſtrong armed, thee bleth the moze feœly alſo to ſtrike a foule 
with her pounces and talons. Moꝛeouer Thee mult be bꝛoade 
ſhouldred, thee muſt haue fender lapis, fullfives, long ano 
great thighes, Memuſt be trong and tho2t armed, large fe: 
ted, with the ſeare ot the tat foft, and all one for hew with 
the ſeare of the beake and nares, blacke pobonces, long wings 
and croſſing the traine, which traine ought te be ſhort, and apt 
to bend and bow to euery fide. For in the traine of a Watnke 
doth confit a great helpe, when ſhee ſyeth.

‘in their feeding they are troublefemeand patuefull te be en⸗ 


fied: but being once well entred and quarred, thep leaue a 
great part of that vire, and doe proue very god to the Hearon, 
and fo the riuer, and all other kinds of folwie. Shey are hardyx, 
and naturally fall ofgod mettie.

Whe Tunvxcian is large, approaching nerve the nature of a 
Waner,and very lke mm plumeand male, and not vnlike fo2 
theſeare ol her fot, but ſomewhat leſſe, andofaloncerfliaht : 
her head ts largeand round. 

They areercellent god for the riuer,and will lye well vpon 
their wings, and fipe the ficld well, as J haue ſaid before of the 
Raner. Ther doe naturally take pleaſure to ſtrike and ſeaze 
vpon the Hare, and all other kind of prep whatſoeuer. 

This kind of Falcons is not ſo oꝛdinarie oꝛ common in 
all parts and tegtons,as other hatwkes are, ſane 
onely in Warbary and Tunxce.

The Goſhawke of AMike hath blacke eyes in ber foaraac, 

butbeing amewed hawke, her epes became reddiſh aud fiery. 

At what times Hawoks beginto fallfoliking, which ts al 
Cawking time, all hirds of prey do aſſemble thenifelucs with 
the Goſhawke, and do flocke together. ds namely the Falcon, 
the Sacce, and ſuch otherthat tne on PIP, and rauine. gi 
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And hereot it pꝛoccedeth that the Goſhawkes become ſo di⸗ 
uers in godnelſſe, force, and hardineſſe, acording tothe diuer⸗ 
fitp of their choyce and cawking. 
The belt Goſhawkeought to be waighty, anda heauy bird, 
as thoſe of great Armenia be. 

In Syria they make choice of their hawkes by the Maſſines 
e poxie of them, and do eſteem the molt weighty hawke fo; the 
beſt: as for the male ¢ conditions they doe litle regard or prize. 

Whe blancke Goſhawbke is the largeſt, the farreſt e moſt apt, 
and ealie fo bee reclaymed, and withall the ſtrongelt of all 
Patvkes ofthat (ort, fo2 fhe can kill the Crane. Andby reafon 
Me is eyreed in a very hie and lofty place, ¢ can bet endure the 
cold, which is molt rife in the middle region of the ayre, ther⸗ 
fore is ſhee god to flee all ſowles of that ſoꝛrt and condition.

Whe Goſhawke of Rufiz and Sarmata, is a large and 
huge Dawke,the molt pat of them are blanke awkes; and 
taken pp of great Princes and Nobles Kates, they are apt t 
able fo soe any thing that map be loked fo2 from Hawkes of 
fhat kind. My ſelle haue frene great foe of them in the Cite 
Of AZofgac,wbichis the chieſe Dukedone of all Refize The 
Mofcovites and:T arcavians DOUL fo fee tuith thofe Goſhaks 
at the bꝛoke, and there do beat vp the fotule with the drumme, 
without which you ſhall feldome fee a Woparon (as they 
tearmethem) which is a Gentleman, videdtanptime.

F vouhaue Eyalſe Hawks, you thall leede them moſt with 

Poultrie, Weefe, 02 Goats ſleſh: and this is done fo keepe 
them krom ill toyes: and when they be well lured and trays 
ned, then beare them bpon the fill hoded, and ordered in ale 
points accoꝛding to the rule pꝛeſcribed bekore in the firlk chap⸗ 
ter,and after thirty 02 forty daies palt, bring them to the fabe 
and the kirſt, lecond and third fight, poumiap bee fond ouer 
them, abating yourfausur alterwardes by littleand little , 
vntili they be brought in perfect tune, ſpowting them often 
fines {with Wine and Water. Foꝛr ( ag Martine faps 
eth) fome Eyaſſe Hawkes will not much bath them. Ne⸗ 
uertheleſſe you ought therein alio fo vſe difcretion,fo2 by ofter 
bathing 02 (potting, you may being pour Patwke very low, 
iu ſuch fort that Hee ſhould haue moze neede of a good gorge. 
thanofbathing 02 ſpowting, and efpeciallp ſuch Hawkes

For you mutt 
not beeake ber of her accuſtomed dyctall at Otte, and being 
latelp taken, thee will more willingly frede on frame meats, 
than any thingelfe. When you fede ber, pou mutt whope 
and lewre as pou doe when pou call a hawke, that the nay 
Know when pen will gitie hermeate. ou mull vnhod her 
gently, atuing her two 02 thee bittes, and putting on ber boo 
againe, pou mull gine her as much moze. Wut take bed that 
thee bee well and clofe ſeled: thre dayes being paſſed, if you 
perceiue her to bee eager and greedy of meat, and that the fie

How you ſhall enſeame a Havke, or giue her ca- 
ſtings, and skourings, &c. 





oom Falcons be harder to enfeame, than fome others are, 
fo2 the longer that a Falcon hath bene in the hand, the 
harder ſhee is to be enſeamed: andan old mewed Falcon o£ 
the wod, which bath mewed but one cote inthe ffalconers 
handes, is much eafier to beenfeamen, than aponger Fale 
con, which hathbene longer tn the Falconers hands:the reas 
fonis, becaule a Hawke wich prepeth fo2 her felfe , mth 
fecbe cleaner, and better, according fo hernature, and vpor 
moze holeſome meates, than thee doth when eis in mans 
bands, fothatitis no maruaile though theebee not fo fotule 
within when ſho is at her owne dyet, as wben anotherman 
fedeth her. For a Hawke which is in our keping doth 
fede greedily both on fhinne, feathers, andall that comeg 
toband. pepther ts ſhee mewed with fo cleancand holefome 
feeding,no2 Doth endue her meate fo well, nor hath fuch open 
ayre at times conuenient as a a Hawke which ts at large 
fo prey fo2 her ſelle. Mhen pou draw pour Patuke out of the 
mew, ifthee bee grealie ( the which you {yall know bp her 
thighes ifthep beroundand fatte, and alfo by her body if 
{he bee fullinthe hand, and that her fleth bie roundas bie 
as bev breaſt bone ) and tl thee bee wellmewed, and haue all 
ber feathers full fomuned, then giue her when thee would 
fade in the Mozning a bitte o2 two of hote meate, 
D2 and 
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andat night giue her but a little, vnleſſe it bee verycolde 
andifthe ſeedwell without conſtraint or forcing therevnta, 
then giue her waſht meate thus prepared: fake the wings of 
a Henne oꝛ pullet for her dinner, and math them in tuo wa⸗ 
fers, andif you giue her Hares fieth 02 Bele, let it be athe!

confumeth, and the bones remayne {harpe ¢ peicking, which 
breake the kels andſkins, and the groſſe ordure, and bear them 
with thems and giue her fo there nights together, giuing her 
by day waſht meat as ts beſore rehearſed, ¢ alterwardes giue 
her caſting or plumage againe, according as her fate dothre⸗ 
quire. And thinke it not ſtrange that a Falcon which is to 
bee enſeamed, ts ſometimes a ſortnight o2 moze before he 
wil fake caſting: nepther yet that fome Falcons wileafier 
be enfeamed in a month,than fome other in fine wakes, ace 
cozding as they be ſtronger 02 tocaker of nature, and feode 
with cleaner 92 ſowler meates, 02 according as they haue ben 
fhozter o2 longer time inmens hands and keeping. When 
pou haue drawne pour Falcon ont ofthe mel, and that her 
principal feathers be full fommed, 02 that (hee haue fome pet 
inthequill, do not gine her waſht meat,but quicke birds, and 
God gorges thereof, anolet her afmuch as may be tn open 
places, fo2 othertuile her feathers may chance fo theinke in the 
quill,and come to nothing.

Wwe aSparoiobatwike is manedand reclapmed,thé 
glue her nine o2 ten trainesatthelealt, etwben the 
kiileth, feed her bpalivapes, and let the Quatle therewith, 
all you fraine her, haue a feather pulled out ofeach wing, ang 
cal off the Sparowhatwke to her a far off, fo often that ſhe wil 
recouer the Quatle farre off, and then caſt her out a Quaile

fether vppe in ſome tree, andlet your Hawke kill ber there, 
and make ber as god reward as pou can thereof,and this bez 
ing thus vſed, pou may fle with pour Hawk fo the wild Pye, 
but euer remember thatin making thefe fraines pour Pye be 
Difmembzen, that is to ſay, her billand ber fallons cut off,02 fo 
typed. and abated, that fhe may not {poyte o2 hurt pour hawke. 
Goſhawkes, and Tercels of Goſhaboks are better tohenthep 
are taken haggards ofa Cote o2 tive Cotes ont of the wad, 
than they are toben they be Soarehaivkes but then thep muk 
bee kept with moze delicate fede than the Soarehawkes, ſor 
thep are made dangerous. Foꝛ afmuch as in the wodes they 
vidcommonly peep bpon warme meates,andthereiwithall. 
they are fonerloft then Soarehawkes be,by reafon they 
remember theyr ep2te, but they ſhould not be a 
boucone,02 tivo Cotes at the moſt.

Ake pour Falcon, and bie her as you ble the Goſhawks 
in manner beſore declared, ſauing that when pou fede her 
you fyall call andlurc, as if pou callen ber to the lure:and eue⸗ 
rp day pou ſhall profter her water, and euery night atue ber 
cating acco2dingly as you ſhall fee that fhe endeweth: ¢ take 
off her hode oftentimes amongſt company:and to the end the 
{hall not bate, hold alwayes the hod by the taſſel in pour band 
ready. And in the euening when day light beginneth fo fayle , 
fake off her hoed amongſit company of people by the canale 
light, ontill he rowze and meinte, ¢ then fet heron the pearch 
and not befoze,and (et light befoze ber, and when ſhe is well 
wonne to know the fit then berinne to make ber know fhe 
lure, and fo by liffle and little reclapme ber, vntill pou map 
call herlofe without criance. Euery Falcon hath neve ofa 
make Hawbke to teach herto holdin the head, and eſpecially 
the Haggart Falcon, the which may be peraduenturean Page 
gart oftivoo2 thee cotes, ¢ pet thallbe the better Bearoner: 
but ifa Haggart mewed will not holdin the head, then cutte 
off fome part of her tivo pincipalles in each tong, the long 
feather, and that which is nevttoit, and that ſhall fozce her 
to hold in. Vou mutt alſo feat ber beake, ¢ cope herreafonably.. 
Whey alwapes giue their Patukes tyring both morning and 
euening but the Falconers of the Eaſt parts ave ofa contrary 
opinion,and fap that it ineakeneth a Patnkes backe. If pou 
Weald make pour Hawke vpivards,o2 hiah lleeing, then after 
ſhee is reclaymed andlured,andready Comming, when pou 
lure her, and that ſhe commeth towards you, ope the lure 
vpon her and let her paſſe by pou, and when ſhe returneth to⸗ 
wards vou, thꝛow her out the lure, and make much ofher 
and do thus oftentimes vntill you may ſuffer her to fice longer 
about you, and to get vphigher, the which pou muſt doe in a 
plaine field where no wod or trees are: eif ſhee get vpto any 
pitch, then let her flee a turneoꝛ tino ofiolity,and when the is 
atthe higheſt, and right ouer pou, thꝛow her fo2th the ture, . 
92a pigeon oꝛ Pullet, and gine her a gwd gorge thereon, 
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making the moſt of her that pou can deutle, andtake hede 
that pou caſt not pourlure into the water, leat thee ſhould 
therby be rebuked. Gnd when ſheis at ber gate,tf percaſe thee 
gadde cut after ſome check and killit, then take the prep front 
ber angerly, and beate hex therewith about the head, and bode 
ber bp without any reward: and hereby He will the leſſe de⸗ 
light to rake out after a checke. Wihen pour bhawke bath kils 
leda fotule, fakeit cut of her fot,and catt her bp againe, and 
when fhe ts right ouer pou,caf out the lure, and fede ber 
bp bponit, to make her loue the lure the better. ut at the 
beginning reward ber. and feede her well vpon the quarrp, € 
that thall encourage ber and kepe ber from. going out tothe 
checke. WMyhen (ye is well in bloo’, and {ell quarried, thers 
let her fie with other hawkes, vntill hee be well acquainted 
and invred. 


Jf you would make your Hawk fo fhe Crane, take an Ny⸗ 


aſſe Falcon gentle, and in entring ofber, let her kill the grea⸗ 
teſt ſowle that pou can find. Wer lure ſhould alſo be a coun⸗ 
terlaite Crane. And when pou would make her ſleeing, lette 
ber fice from the fiſt, and fuccour her quickly. Foꝛ you mutt 
_ haue dogges made fo2 thepurpole, {which may belpe and. ſuc⸗ 


conr her foonerthenamancandoc. And let fuch dogges 
feede alwayes with pour hatuke,to make them the better ace 


quaintea. Jf you mould makea Falcon to the Hare, ber

Foꝛ ſo 
mut ihe doc ata told are. And you mutt fade beralwapes 
amonatl the dogges, and when fe is wel noufles and entered 
inthismanner, take a line are » and beake one of ber 
hinder. legges, and lef her go tn fone faye place amongſt pour 
Dogs, aud pour Falcon will Lape ber and rufie her, vntill the 
Dogs may take her· Then take ber trom the dons and cat ber 
out bitte the hawke, and try backe,backe. 
Af you would make pour Hawke floing fo the Partringe, 
o2 Sealant, when the ts reclaimed and mave,fhen cuerp time 
that you lure ber, calf pour lure info ſome low free 02 buh, 
that (hee may learne to take the free o2 fhe Land. And if he 
take the ſtand befoze thee eſpie the lure, let her ffand a while.

For in this mane 
ner ſhee willlearne fofake ftand. Wut fede ber alwayes on 
the qround,andin fome thickeplace, fo2 in ſuch places the 
mintt encounter twith' the Feaſant at Pearch.

3f your 
Hawke be coy and dangerous, then giue ber ſalt with ber 
meat, Jmeane adramme of the ſalt called Sal Inde, 02 Salge- 
me, oꝛ Salis albi pulverati, and giue ber water, fo2 thee ſhall 
haue neede thercof.And make ber Jeouke all might tn pate, € 
in

night,and thereby ber greafe and pride twill be abated. Sacres 
muff be noufled and entred as fooneasthep bee manned, fo2 
elfe they are verp hard tobeentred. Deaw pour hawke out 
of the mew flventyp dayes before you enfeame ber. Ifa Falcon 
frufle and carrp, fo remedy the fame, pou mult cope her tals 
lons, ber powlſe, andber pettp tingle. Neuer reward pour 
hawke vpon river folule,but reward ber, and make much of 
ber bpon the lure, to the end the map the better know if, and 
eftcemeit. She Souldane fleth to the Crane, wild Golc, ¢ 
Buſtard, with thedeoz foure Hawkes atonte, (o2moze) frõ 
thefitte,peaand thofe ofall kind of Hawkes alfo,as Sacres, 
®erfalcons, peregrine Jfalcons, and Mylanes. And alters 
inards aman may make them fle to the motuntie. Bou 
ſhould fice to the Crane before Sunnerifing, fo thee ts huge 
mith andflothfull, and pou may caſt off to hera catke 02 aleaſe 
of Falcons, o2 pou may batwke fo ber with the Goſhawke 
from the fit (without dogs. Wild geeſe are floivento in the 
fame manner. Andifpou haue dogs to helpe and fuccour your 
batukes, fee that they be ſtanch and gentle, and well mane fo2 
thepurpofe,and a Greyhound will be moſt readily mane thers 
unto, ou ſhall flee butonce ina nay at the Crane, ano there: 
dpon reward her liberally, and’makeas much of heras pou 
can. She opillaine thould belet flee down the wind. Whe Ale 
maines doe fle at the Pye with a leafe o2 tivo catt of Falcons 
at snce, ano thep make them fomount and to ſtope, as thep 
noe at the River. Wut this mufi be in a playne, where there be 
nO tries nor wad, buf little ſhꝛubbs and buſhes. Ff pou ble to: 
mue pour haboke a breakefaſt oꝛ beaching bery timely in the 
moꝛrning, it till make her eager fo Ae at. (uch time as twill be 
conuentent for her to fix. And eſpecially a Sfaleon tobich pou 
would haue high fleeing, thoſe houldnot be highly kept, but 
fhould be ſed nine dayes together befoze Sun riſing, and at 
night late in the freth 02 coleof the Cucning, So ſhall 
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pon make then hich fleeing, ¢ by that means thep twill enerp 
Day get gate higher and higher, fo that thepbee flowen with 
enermore tit the plapne champton. The Falcon gentle is coms 
monly better inward when tee hath meted, than tir her. 
foarage. The Falcon will kill the Hearon naturally, if he 
bea peregrine falcon, and pet pou thalldoe wellto gine them 
frapnes. A Zfalcon may fle fen flights at riuer in one day, if 
the (cafonbe not extreame, and that is the mot that pou ſhall 
flee with her. he Falcons which are ruer Patukes, ſhould 
alwayes be boone vpon the fit. A hawke ſhall haue ſorty ca⸗ 
ſings befoze ſhee bee pevfedip made. Foꝛ a Patuke which hath 
not cating euery night, twill be furcharged with aboundance 
and fuperfiuity of humors, the tnbich poe(from the ſtomacke) 
fo oucifioly thew bane, that thep cannot fle ſo high as elfe 
thep would doc. And therefoze all Datuks ſhould haue cafting 
euerp night naturally, ifpou toould haue them found and 
cleane:and itis gwd fo gine them tyring 02 plumage at night, 
efpecially field hatukes but not riuer hawkes, for weakening 
their backes. And cuery third day pou thall peefent them to 
fhe water at the longeſt. Touch vour Habeks feathers as little 
aspoucan, fo2 much handling willmake themout oforder. 
Whe Willaine andthe Laneret map bee fet vpon the ftone 
incontinently,as fone as thep bee made. When pour hawke 
hath flowen 02 bafen,fiede her not as long as the panteth, o2 
bloweth, nor vntill Hee bee in breath again. Foꝛ if pou ſhould, 
if is perilous fo being ber into the difcafe called Moa, and 
(ita Patvke)thepantife. ZF abatoke (epther Falcon, 02 92 
ther)chance fo bee out of heart,and difcouraged, (which bape 
pencth oftentimes) then fake uch patties with ber,that thee 
may kill fome prey, and fede ber bponit witha full gorge 
euen as long as thee twill cate, and the fame night ſette her as 
broad that he map Jeouke in the open ape at her obone plea: 
fure: andon the morrow take ber and fede her with fmall

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Af a Falcon oꝛ otherhawke will not (ease cs Go2ge, takethe 
quillofa wilde Omics feather, ano tye tt vnder ber long ſin⸗ 
gle, and thee will fcase and gripe. and when the beainneth to 
fease, take aluay the ſayd quill, and thee will fease long af:

Sc one of the faine foivles byon fhe tater, and betweene 
you andthe tuater,let there ber fome finall fhoubs 52 bu⸗ 
ſhes, ſo as the Goſhawke map haue couert to take the ſtand 
if need bee, as alfo tokeepe her out of fight ofthe ſowle, ſor her 
aduantage Chen aduance pour fit, (0 as the Batok may deſ⸗ 
crie the fotvle.

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lets and fichlike And alfo you map give them other fleth,but 
(ce that it bee fincet, clean,e gud, zen ints finall pellets vpon 
a cleane trencher· Ilchen they becin to ware full fomed, giue 
them Sparowes, and other ſmall birds tobole, that they may 
learneto plume, fote, and tyre:and fet them a baſon of cieane 
{water in a heape of fand,that thep may bath therein, prome 
and picke their feathers. They that be thus dealt Wwithall Do 
riot knolw bolw fo prey,¢ therfoze you muſt enter the bytrains 
in this maner.

{= hapnethoftentimes that sfalconers haue Batokes which 
come from Cyprus, Candya, Ale xandria, and other fay coun⸗ 


tries, 
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fryes,the tubich hauing bane inthe hands offuch as could not 
weil(killofthem, become cop and very vntowarde fo be 
hoded, and will hardly be wonne to abipe the Heod by any 
canes. In this caſe you muſt firlttale pour Pawke, and 
beeing flea, pou muſt fitte her with alarge cafe: hode: and 
hove and vnhode her often therewith, matching her a night 
o2fine, and handling bevsitentines about the bead as before 
ſarde, vntili thee haue ſorgotten that fault. And when ſhee

lent Falconer: but dee which taketh not that delight in bis 
Patuke, but doth rather exerciſe it oↄ a pornpe and boaſt, than 
vpon anaturall inſtinch: 02 being a poꝛ man doth vſe it to get 
his liuing, ſuch aman in mine opinion ſhall ſeldome pone a 
perfect Falconer, but a max⸗hawke, and chall beare the bagge 
alter a right Falconer.

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To make a Falcon bolde and 
cventrous, 
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TX ena Falcandath learned to fede, and to know the 
V call ot her Keper: then to ntake her hardy, pou tail 
fuftrr ber fo plumea pullet.o2 god great chicken. and you thal 
goe into ſome cloſe place, where the map not ſee oucrmuch 
light, as belore ſaid, where loſing her hod, in a readineſſe you 
mutt haue a liue pullet in your hand, kneeling on the ground, 
luring and cryxing aldud vnto her, make herplumeand pul the 
pullet a little.

greedy and hote of the quarrey. Wiben a god biah fixing. 
Datwke being tobiltled,o2 tat off the fiſte, noth gather vp⸗ 
{uards to a great gate,you muſt haue regard to continue her 
therein, fixing with ber opon boade waters and open ivy. 
uers, eſche wing little beokes, and gullets, and fuch places as. 
licnear vnder couert, where there. be tres, {h2ubs,anabulhes: 
in fuch fost that if toll be very hard fo land a fowle handſome⸗ 
iy from them,at leaſt not without belpe ofacagqes, and great 
clappinganda do. Pea ſometimes eke pou muffof. force a⸗

which later in an euening. Forthe natures of Falcons are 
very diuers and ſondrie, infuch fort as to ſlee with a hawke 


at her beſt howre and time, and to flee with her out of that 
time, ts a thing which will ſhew as great difſerence, ag be⸗ 


tween an excellent god Hawke, anda kite, Thereſore let 
the Falconer haue e peciall regard thereunto, ſetting bis: 


Patukes to flee accarding to their natures and diſpoſitions, 
andkeeping them alwayes in gad oder. And heere it ts to be 


noted/that albainkes,afiucil foarhatuks,as mewed hawkes 


and haggartes, ſhould be fetont inthe euening tivo or three 
houres, ſome more and ſome leſſe, hauing conuenient regard 


io their nature, as it is teonger o2 weaker:and in the morning 


alſo acco dingly as they caſt, hoding them firtt,¢ then ſetting 
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them abrdada weathering, vntill pou get bp on Worlebacke 
to gocto ſield,and ſo vour hawkes will alwayes be wel wea⸗ 
thered and in god order. Whelebe the beſt meanes and obſer⸗ 
uations which JIcan (ct downe fo2 Kiuer Hawkes, which if 
it ſuccede weil fo pou, then ſhall pou ſtand aſſuted of pour 
ſport, and Jof mp deſire. 


To makea Falcon to the Hearon. 


MDiv fo teach pou fo make a flight at the hearonsalthough 

at be fhe moſt nobleftand ſtately flight thatis, and plea⸗ 
fant to bebold, pet there ts no fuch arf 02 induftcp therein as 
inthe other fights. For the Hawke Aeth the Wearon:moued 

by nature,as againt ber proper foe:but fo the riuer thee fleeth 
as taught bp themnduffrp ¢ diligence of the Falconer. Then 
mutt itnccdes folloiu,that(fuch Falconers ashane flowen at 
the riuer, when theend of the moneth of February, or the bee 
ginning of Parch ts come,atime when Wearons beginne fo 
make their paflage) ifpoutwill make thoſe falcons to that 
flight, pou mutt ceafe firing at fhe riuer with them any lone 
ger:but you mutt pull them downe and make them liahf, the 
which you ſhall doc by feeding them with no wilde meats, but 
the bearts and fiethofilambs,alucs, and chickens,and cal 
ling of them to the lure with other make falcons, that is to 
fay a caſt at once fothe end thep may accuffome and acquaint 
themfelues one with another, and fomaypthe better fice the 
‘Wearon by helping one another,and by fuccouring each ether. 
Herein poummnfl take cod heed fo fo acquaint them that thep 
crabbe not toaether,fo2 fo would they doe when they come to 
the fiaht, whereby they might be tn peril fo bee fpopled or kil⸗ 
led. When pour Falcons beſtoweed and deane, fo as being 
ſharpe fet,thep map becallea hungrp hawkes, or (as Falco⸗ 
ners tearm them)eager hawkes, you mult act aliue Hearon, 
pon the opper part of whoſe bill o2 trunche pou muff cons 
uey theiopnt ofa reede or Cane, ſo as ſhee may notburt the

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hawke therewith: that being done, fie the Hearon ina Ce 
ance, then ſetling her vpon the quound, vnhod pour batwke, 
to the end that vohen ihe eſpieth the Hearon, (oe map fle Her:

when (ye is bp of areafonable hetght,vou map cafkoff your 
Patwke, whoit He bind with the Hearon and bing tt down, 
then make in apace fo reſcue ber, thoutting the Hearons bill 
into the ground, breake his wings andleages that the hatwk 
may the more eaſily fote andplume if. Then rewarn her as 
bountifullpas pou can with the bꝛaines, the marrow, of the 
bones andthe heart as ts before peclared(makingherthe Ita · 
lian Sopa) many vſe fo makea fraine another tvaps which 
dooth not miſſike me,and that ts this: they caufeone to clime 
a fre with the Hearon, from thence he catteth her outto tye 
Hawke, and then they let their hatwkes fle as before ſaid.

Hawken withall alike: for the Sacres, Lanners, Oerfals 
cons, Millio 18, and MPerlins, do not fle the riuer, vnles hap⸗ 
pily the Leners doe, which as J vnderſtand doe fle the river 
in France:but they fice not ſingle,but ſundre Laners at one 
tune, moze than a call 02 aleatleofthematonce, and lo per: 
aduentute doe the Gerfalcon and the Million. Wihereofal- 
though there be ſew in this country which are made o2 flo- 
wen Wwithall,yet wil ¥ not (pare to wꝛite what J baue lears 
ned of them by hereſap, beginning with the Sacre. J fay that 
‘they ave flowen withall from the fiſt, in plaine fielde where 
there are fetwett blocks, oꝛ ſtubs, oꝛ ſuch other impediments, 
but that aman may gallop freely : men hawke with them to 
the Hearon, the Kite, and (uch like, as alfo at Feazant, Par⸗ 
tridge, Nuaile,and fometimes at the Pare, but Wwith more 
than one fingle Hawke at once as J faide beſore. And in Cy⸗ 
prus they hawke with them to the Crane with the help ofthe 
peregrine Falcon in this order: Tihen thep haue found the 
Crane, the Falconer doth looſe his Batokes hode tn a reas 
dineile, (J meane the petcgrine Falcon) ¢ drawing as neave 
fothe Crane as he can vnder the wind, When he rifeth, he 
quickly vnhodeth his haboke, and lets ber fle, and after ber 
thep catt off a caſt o2 alealeof Sacres, which follow the peres 
grin Jfalcon,thatleadeth thent as the moze waighty and baz 
liant VHawke:and becauſe the Crane ſtriueth not at the en- 
counter in defence as the Hearon doth, but altvapes fleeth 
vight fornards,therefoze the peregrine falcon doth (ease bp: . 
ponthe Cranc,and buckling with ber two 02 thre boundes,, 
the Sacres makeinandbeat ber dovon to theqround vntill 
the Falconers come in to reſcue their hawkes, who ſpedily 
thruſting the Cranes bill info the qround, doe eftſone brꝛeake 
ber wings andleqs(asthey po the hearons,) becauſe they 
= Doe hawkes moſt wrong with thetr leqgesandfet: which 
- > - being done,theyp reward and feene all their Paitnkes bponthe

WBut bere among 
bs this flightis not vſed, as well fo2 that wee haue no (uch or⸗ 
binary ſtore of Cranes, as alſo becaufeour fields are not ſo 
playne, and free without fewel, astheirs avein Cypras.

And be- 
cauſe they are hawkes(which maintaine long flightes,) thep 
ty2e a kowle in fuch ſorte, that with dogges and hawking 
poles they killmany, and by that meanes they fpople moze 
with a Laner than with abetter hatwke. Thus much J haue 
beara by crevible reports. Theſe Laners ave flowen withall 
at Partridge alfo ¢ Jfeasant,and fome fay that many of them 
pouc berp good therefo2e. But in Italie they ble no ſuch flx- 
ing, pereduenture becauſe therets no great ſkill in it. Ik vou 
would fle with allaner, pou mull kep ber maruailous ſhort 
and ſharpe ſet. 3fo2 they are of the fame nature that a Sa- 
cre, andthat one(in manner) ismade cuen as that other ts: 
and becanfe they keepe their caſtings long,by reafon they ave 
Hard metteld hawkes, you ſhall not giue them cating ofcots 
fon, but oftotwe,o2knottes of Hempe, o2 the ſhauing of a Ha⸗ 
fell wand.

I F vou will fice with the Werlpneat Partridge, chule the 
fozmall,twbich is the larger,fo2 they onelp will pꝛoue gad 
thereunto. And in frapning o2 making the Jacke, you ſhould 
but loofe pour time. WMhen you haue mane the fozmall Mere 
line tothe lure, in maner before deſcribed, and that he will 
likewiſe abide the hoode, you mutt make ber a traine with a 
Partridge, il you can get any, ifnot, then with fome other 
liue bird, in fuchozderas hath beene fet downe to trayne os 
fher hawkes. And il thee ite andkillit,then retoard her, ſut⸗ 
fering her fo take ber pleafure on it, ac. This being done, pou 
may ſtraightwayes fiee With her the wild Partridge: andif 
thie take if at the firſt flight (tobich felvome bapneth,) o2 if 
ther fiw if, to mark and fake it at the fecond flight,being retry⸗ 
uedby the Spaniels, fede ber. ppon it with a reafonable 
Gore, chering her with pour voyce in fuch ſort, that the map 
know fhe fame. iButif the proue not hardy at the firſt traine, 
then pou ſhall doe tuell to prone ber with another train before 
pou flee with ber at the wild game. But ik at the ſecond 
traine the pꝛoue not hardy, itis a token that thee 
is —— i lacie: 
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To flee with the Merlyne at the 
Larke and Lenet. 
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Like it well that men fie. with a caſt of — at once 
at the Larke or the Lenet. Foꝛ ouer and be ſides that thep of 
themlelues loue company and. to. fie toget her, thep doe. alſo 
giue greater pleaſure 02 delight to the lookers on, 3f0? 
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that one (at the ſtoping) ſtrikes the birde, and then that other 
at her downe come: and when that one climeth to the mown⸗ 
tie aboue the Larke, then that ofber tyeth lot fo2 ber beſt ans 
uantage, which ig mo deleckable to behold. Vea and fome- 
times the pooze birds become fo fearefull, that thex ſhꝛowde 
themiclucs tn the houſes andchambers offuch as divell neare 
the fieldes. So that both the birde and the Hawke ave often - 
times taken both together bypthecountryman. And therfore 
it ſhall not be amiſſe to tye vnto their Jeſſes oꝛ Bewets fome 
veruile b earingthe armes of their owner ¢ matter, (as if thep 
were falcons) to the end they may be reſtored bute them. But 
fo returne fo my purpole, J fay that when the Merlynes are 





, Thaoughly manned,and made gentle, you may carrp themin- 


fo the field ,toberehaumng found a Larke o2 a Lenet, (making 
lofe ber bade) pou muſt goe as neare as pou can into the mind 
fo the bird. And as fon as the bird rifeth from the around, vn⸗ 
hove pourcall of Merlyns, and caſt them to fle vntill thep 
haue beaten Dolune the Larke 021. enet,andlet then fade on 
hevfo2 their labour indiſſerently. But herewithall note that 
therets akind of Larks, (called cutte Larkes) which doe not 
mount as thelong ſpurd field Larke doeth, but fice ſoreheade 
beſore the Merlyn. In any cafe tet them not flee ſuch Larkes, 
foz neyther willthey make pou like paſtime, nor pet can you 
flee them without danger oflafing pour Berlpnes,

{with great fand, which hath prety little round pecble and gra⸗ 
uell tones in it: in the mid whereof por map place: ſome 
great free ſtones a Cubite biah, made like onto apillar,flat 
in the botfome,and playne ¢ fineth aboue, growing by peece⸗ 
meale leffe and leſſe vnto the foppe ofthem, Wibereunto let: 
pour hatukes be tyed, epther Falcon, Gerfalcon, Pyllion, 02 
MPerlyne. When take a ſmall cord.of the bigneſſe ofa botu« 
Kring 02 Little moe, putit though a ring, and binde it about 
the ſtone in ſuch ſort that the ring or ſwyvle map aoe raunde 
about the ſtone without any ſtoppe oꝛ let: And thereunto tye 
theleafeofa Falcon, which may fo ſtand vpon the ſaid ſtone 
being fetin the fand. But pou muſt haue regard, that (if 
vou mew moe Falcons thanone af oncein onctwome) pou: 
fet pour ffones one fofarre from another, that foben pour 
hawkes bate, they may not reachone another fo2 crabbing .. 
The great ſtones are ſet, kor that Falcon freling the ſreſhnes 
and coolenes ofthe ſtone, will delight to ſitte Mill vppon it, 
ethe litle grauel ſtones are, becanſe a hawke twill oltentimes 
ſwallow them to cole her within, and will keepe them ſome⸗ 
times 
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tunes two or thax howres, oꝛ moze within her, Lhe ſand alſo 
is neceſſary, becauſe when they bate, they thal not marre their 
feathers, andalio becaule thereby their metuts are the eaftter 
cleanſed, and to be remoued from them The litle co2002 bend 
with Che ring on it, are tyed about the fone, becaufe the Fat. 
conbating this way and that way, the thall neuer twind nor 
fangle,becaufe the ringfolloweth per ſtill. All dap pour Fal: 





cons ould bee hover vpon fhe ſtone, vnleſſe it be when thep 


would leed, for then onelyx voumuſt take them on the tilt bn, 
fill (hep haue fed. At night ott with their hodes, and becauſe 
ſometimes inconueniences doe happen by night, the Falconer 
may doe iweil fo haue bis bedin the mew, that hee may fhe ſch⸗ 
ner, and in time helpe orredreſle any thing that Gall happen 


amiffe amongſt his hawkes. 
Ofmewingat la ree. 


I F voumould meio pour Falcon atliberty,and atlarge, thew 
mutt you mew but oneat once in one rome, and pet tf the 
circuit of pour mew be great and capable inough, there urey 
two, three, oꝛ foure Falcons bee mewed therein well inough 
(with diuiſions.) She ſcope fo2 one Falcon muſt be 12. fote 
{quare,¢as much in height, oꝛ therabout, with five Windows 
a ſot and abalfe broad, oꝛtwo fet broad at fhe mott. Wherof 
the one Mould open towardes the North, whereby the mewe 
may altwapes recciue freſh cold ayre, and the other towardes 
tic Catt, fo2 the heat and comſort of the Sun. And cach of 
theſe windowes ould haue his clofe cafementes on the out 
ſide, to ſhut when vouliſt, eyther one o2 both of them, accozs 
ding ag occafion feructh. If pour hawke be a madbraine Kite, 
ea great bater, then Mould it be bef that this mew or cham⸗ 
ber wereon theground, which it it be fo, rou muſt couerthe 
Ground with groſſe fand foure fingers thicke, and thereupon 
(ef a fone in ſuch fo2t as before ſaid, becauſe Falcons Bo couet 
fo Mand vpon a fone, And therwithal you mult make ber two 


bande 
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bang. ome perches, neare to each window one, that Giting on 
the one, {hee map haue the comfort ofthe Sunnie, andon the 
other, the freſh ofthe cole apze, andenery weeke, orat leak 
euery fortnight, pou mull {ether alatten baſon, 024 befell 
of ſtone o2 earth and at euening ſillit with water, that your 
hainke may to the water, il the deſire it. And ifthe dee bath 
therein, then take it away the night follofuing, and baue rez 
gard that rour baſon, panne, 02 ſuch other veſſell bee of ſuch 
bignes and depth, that a Hawke may therein conunevioufite 
bath at cafe. Pour mew mutt al’o haue a Poetail, wherein 
there may be a little hole belotu fo conuey in the deuiſe wher⸗ 
on their meat is ſerued, called. amongt the sfaleoners, the 
Hacke, And. that mult bee niade on this fathion. Shake a peece 
ofthicke bord, a fot and balfelcng,and a fot b20ad,02 thers 
abouts, bnder the which fatten tino litle treftles, thre 02 
foure fingers bie. Let them befat pinned or nayled to. Then 
{with an aluacr ova pearcer, boate two holes oneach fine 
thereoaf, and through each of thele put a thot corde of the big: 
nes of absiw-ftring, with the ends downward, through the 
holes, and knots falt knit on them onder thebutton of the 
bad, ſo ſtraight knit, that you cannotraplethe cord aboue the. 
bode moje than a fingers beeabth,o2 thereabouts. And tober 
pou fuouldaine pour Habakes meat, fake a tittle ſticke ſome⸗ 
what longer than the Hacke, and as bigge asp our fingec,but 
let it be oẽ ſtrong wood, as Crabire,Bollp,o2 ſuch like. And 
vpon that ſticke binde your habikes meat, and put the ends of 
the Kicke vnder the coards, vpon the Hacke, and ſo conuey it: 
into fhe meio fo your habokes, becauſe the hatuke ſhall not 
truſſe or dꝛagge her meat away mio the mew, but niay fede 
there. And as ſone as thee bath gorged her and fer, take it a 
wapagaine. And it is be vnderſtod, that ik vou mew moze tha: 
ne hawke ſingle, then pou muſt haue for euery hawke ber 
ſeuerall Hacke. Andit ſhallbe god fokepe one ſet howre in: 
fieding vour hawke,fo2 ſo ſhall they mew ſoner and better: 
and thus may you mein hawkes (loofe and at large.) Wut 
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vnlelle it be a jfalion whith is ie Hote and madbeayned, that 
you are forcedto mew her lo at large. 

In mine opinion it Mall be better fo meu at the Stocke o2 
Stone, as betoꝛe (aid, oretſe to mewo them at thegrate, (as 
fue callit.) Foꝛ in Chat kind ol merning wee take our haes 
onthe fille euery day, and ſo may ſe in what plight ano ſtate 
they be. And il thep beficke,e2 fallenints any infirmity, ther 
may pou giue then ſuch medicines as (hall be declared in the 
nertdiuifion, the which cannot bee done then pou mets af 
large. Anothereioze Icommend the mewing at the Orate, 
becaufemany times our bappe ts to haue Haggarts, oꝛ Wal 
fengers,o2 Lentiners, the which haue flowen epther to the ri⸗ 
uer, or preyed fo2 thenilelues.So thatit hall bee needefuil to 
beace them often and euery morning in the coole ay2e, pntill 
midde July, or more, orleſſe, according as pou (hall ſee them 
ramage and cop,peaand to call them to the lure, and to rine 
abzoad with them allofometimes an howꝛre 02 two,’ in the 
freſh ayze. And it Hall be a thing moſt neceflary fora baggart 
oꝛa hawke that hath preyed fo2 ber felfe, epther moze 02 lettre. 
This Jhaue obſerued in mine owne experience, eme thinks 
it an abuertifement toothy the noting vnto ali Faleoners, 

Sunder Oentlemen doe dfe to mew their hawkes on 
the pearch, which truely ¥ can moft commend,as 
{nell fo2 that thep are then alſured to bee clean 
fedde, as alfo to be dayly peruſed fo: life, 
wormes, and other diſeaſes, wher⸗ 
fo they are by nature fubicet, 
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How to mess Marlins. 
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Mee are alfa worth the mewing, iftbep bee hardie, 
and haue flotsen well in their foarage. For although 
{cme men be ofepinien,that a me wed 9 arlin is (elacm good 
¢ that thep are nof poſſible to be me wed:vet haue J bad Mar⸗ 
linst hat( being good in their foarage)baue pꝛoued much oe 
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ter when they weremewed. So that J would tuilh him that 
Hath aged Merlyn to mew her: ſor ſurely, if pou can mew 
them, they twill proue better ¢better. Scme nen in the mew 
Do vſe fo caſt meale about thetr Merlyns,becauletheyp ould 
not cate they? fiet:but aſwell becauſe they map eat their fete 
howſoeuer they were mewed,ifthat tocre their property: as 
alfobecaufe in thoſe that Ihaue mewed, Jhaue found no 
ſuch cruelty vſed towards themſelues: thereſoꝛe Icount it 
but a kable, nor will giue any other rules in the matter, than 
fuchas J haue preſcribed already fo2 the mewing of Sfalcons, 
efuch like long winged hawkes. C Drielp this if pou fhall 
line her pearch o2 ſtocke with ablacke Conyſkinne, ¢ kepe 
her mew clofe, {hee will doe much better.) 


Of Gofhawkes. 


Y thal not nesd fo ſheiw ary other came toa a Goſhawke 
fo2 ber firſt entring, than a Partridge, becauſe tn learning 
fo fle the Partridge they proucniok excellent. And the firft 
peare pou fhall doc beſt fo fie them fo the ficld,and not fo the 
couert, ſor fo inill fhep learne to holdout, (and not ts turne 
fayle) in the middeſt of thew fitaht. And teben they be mew⸗ 
ed hawkes, you may makethem dee that you twill: and vn⸗ 
derſtand pou, that you hall not nade to take fuch pain, noe fo 
vſe ſuch art inmaking ofa Goſhawke which is taken a bean 
cher,as tuitha Ny⸗ſſe, fo2 the will alivayes know of her ſelſe 
What to doe. Vea andit Hall be rather better to let ber bee a 
liftte ramage fll, than to iman bev cuer much. ber feding 
would be cmd and hote meats. Andifpou would inſtruct ber 
to kill great ſowles, make hor trains therof, as Jhaue ſhewo⸗ 
ed in the treatie of Falcons. And ik you would haue ber con⸗ 
tinue at thoſe ſlights, then you muſt not let her fle any leffer 
fotoles,fo2 that would quitkly mar ber. Ifyou boould make 
her fo flee with a Spaniell oꝛ dogto hele and allie her, then 
fiede pour Goſhawke with qreat fotwles,as Cranes, WMilde⸗ 
geeſe and ſuch ike, and aiue pour dogge fled tyes vnder the 

tings. 
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wings of fuch foinles when peu train pour haboke with then, 
and let pour dog be rewarded with the ſaid fleth when pou rez 
{ward peur Hawke bpon the traine:and alivayes acquaintthe 
bog andthe bainke well together. And this order you ſhalob⸗ 
ferue fo2amoneth,o2 tntill your dogge Will thacughlpknety 
bis dutie . And euermore kape your dogge tyed bp: ſorif pou 
let him goe lofe,tt toll marre him tf he Were the beſt thatcuer 
was.And never giue hin reward of fleſh, but whẽ he maketh 
in at fuch kowles fo reſcue fhe Patlwke.€ all pour Goſhawke 
fo none other thing than fo your fiſt. Yet fometimes pou map 
take ber downe with a dead PBullefo2 fuchlike. Ano offer: 
timcs {pointe god wine bpon your Hawks Seare, obſeruing 
the order fo fet her fo the water, as is before rehearſed in 
the Treatiſe of Faltons Eu ermore notethat a Go⸗ 
ſhawke( for that ſhe is dainty) would be cured 
with ſweete thinges miniltred in all 
ſuch receites as vou ſhall 
gine ber. 
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To make fleeing the Gofbawke, eyther 
Nyafe or Ramage. 
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Du thall fick obferue many thinges already wꝛitten of 
other kinds of Hawkes:as fo ficle and twatch pour hawk, 
win 
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winne her fo keed, to the hode, and fo the iff and diuers other 
fuch points which ſhould be but tedisus to rehearſe. Therfore 
Let me write ofthe oder how to make a fight wa Goſhawk, 
either Nia(ffe 02 Ramage,the which ts very hard to doe well. 
And for my part J would not counſell ang man fo troubie 
hinlelfe much with them. Wut ik any man haue a Maſe, 02 
Ramage Goſhawke, whereothe would ſee the pote, let him 
mati her,anv make herfothe il: thenlet hint enter ber firſt 
fo poung Partridges, vntill tbe Pouember. In which time 
the fieltes are ridde cleane, and become emptie, and the trees 
bareofleaues : then map you enter her fo the olde Kewen, ſet⸗ 
ting ber ſhort and eager. and tf ſhe kil at firft,o2 ſecond flight, 


frede ber bp lor thee 02 four times With the Partrivac tubich 


fhe hathkillen:by thatnicans 3 haue ſeene fome of them come

V Our Soare Gothatvkes,o2 pour Wagaarts,fhal be krim⸗ 


med with Jeſſes, Bewets and Wells,as lon as they come 
to pour bands : and you ſhallby all meanes make them abide 


the hode well, the which will bebelt bꝛought fo paſſe, keeping 
them ſeeled, and hooding and vnhoding them oftentimes, € 


teaching them fo feedeonthe fit three 92 foute dayes, moe 


or leſſe vntill they leaue their ramageneſſe and copnette,¢ bez 
come gentle:that being done, vnſeele them at night by candle⸗ 


light, cauling them to plume or tyre vyon a wing 02 legge ofa 
Pullet, and vſe pour hawkes gently, and deale the beſt with 
them that pou can deuiſe, vntill pou bane thꝛoughly manned 
and won then, and that infecret places where they may not 


fee much light, fetting them vpon a pearch, and vling all dili⸗ 


gence to make them impe tothe fitt by little and little, vntil at 
laff they will come three 02 foure pardesfrom pou,and ſeeding 
them molt with the leqacs of Pullets 02 Calucs hearts : thew 


‘Pou nay gecinto a garden,o2 into a cloſe abzoad,and cauling

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them to fed firſt a bit o2 fine bpon pour fill, with their hods 
OW, andatterwards aſmuch with fhe pods off, catt th? nolan 
faye and foittp to fome pearch and make them conte from it 
to vour tiſt, exyther much orlittle, with calling and chirpingto 
them, ſaying: Tme, Iome,oꝛ Srove, Stowe sag sralconers vle,¢ 
when thepcome fede them, crying e calling Hilts make them 
acqualnicn with pour voyce, The next day pou mavcall thems 
With a Criance, felting them bponapearch vntill thep come 
vnto pou further off, feeding and rewarding themlibevally to 
make themlouc yous and when they come to the AE readilvx, ⁊ 
without checking os ramagenelie, then lay alittle from voua 
dead pullet vpon the ground, the hath fitting bponthepearch

bone,let her tye anaplunic. Were J mut aducitife pou that 
the wins ofa pullet cold,is not god feeding ſora Hawke: fo2 
it ‘will make a Hawke ficke: Wutthe legs eyther hote orcold 
may be giuen. And likewiſe pou tal mark that | mould haue 
poucall outa jaullet to a Goſhawke dead, and not aliue: fo2 
theſe kind ofhawkes are much enclined of nature toplay the 
Poulters. Sothatifyou Gould vſe to thꝛobo themout line 
poultry, it might make the fomtimes when they fle, turn taile 
to the Partridae and ſeaze the pullets o2 chickens which they 
ſhall ſwe in huſbandmens paras and backſides when they fle, 
OMꝛ in like maner when they ave fet. fo bath at length of their 
loiies, the which would not only marre them, and make them 
fuilofillpropertics, but alia nught cauſe the ignorant people, 
(as women andboyes) fo kill them in ſtead of a Puttocke. 
When po haue thus called pour Goſhawke abroade tine, or 
thre dayes, vntil Hebe well cunning, pou ſhall take her on 
pour fiſt, and get vp on horſebacke with her, and ſaxiding vi 
ber theſpace ofan houre orthereabouts, vnhod and have her 
ſometimes, and gine her a bitte o2 tinea? meat in the preſence 





and ſight of your Spamels becauſe thee {hati not be actarde of 


chem, 
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them. That being done, fet heron a tree with a little Moat 
Crpance typed fo herloines, and gourg ſeuen o2 cight pardes 
from heron horſebacke, call her to pour fill with {uch vopce 
and words as Jfalconers vſe:and tf ihe come,qine her tivo 02 
thee bits forꝛ reward, and cait ber bp againeto the tree, ther 
throw out the dead pullet cight 02 ten pards from her. Ff the 
fie fo it, and (case it, let her ſeed thee 02 foure bits vpon it, ri⸗ 
ding the meane while about hea on horſebacke, and rating 
backe pour Spantels, becaule they hall not rebuke ber at 
firſt, and ſo make ber euse after fearetallofdogaes.

1 —— oftentimes, that when you haue let pour Gol⸗ 


hawk fle at aPartridge,the wil neyther kill it, nor fice tt to 
mack but turneth tayle ig tayle,as Falconers term it:that is 


toben the hath llown it a bowſhot oꝛ moꝛe/ thee giueth it ouer 
andtakesa tre. Then Mall you call in pour Spaniels fo the. 
retrpfe,that waythat your hawke flew the Partridge. And 


the Faliconer dꝛawinghimſelle that way, may catt her out a 


quicke Partridge which be hall carry for ſuch purpoſes in his 


Hawking bagge, in luch ſort as the Hawke may fe it, and 
thinke that itis the ſame which the llew. And fo crying tober. 
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voucait it out,ware Hawke ware,make her ſeaze tt,¢ leede ber 
ppon it, that fye map be encouraged thereby to flee out witha 
Wariringe. dhe day dollowing you thal not fle with her, as is 
before fain but prepare her againſt the third day, and fet ber _

Drafmuch asthe Goſhawks which ave take in Septem⸗ 

ber or Detober, Doenot know their prey fo well as they 
which aretakenlater, ſincs they hauc not prepediolong as 
thofe old, it hapneth many times that when they ave made fo 
fhe il, and bꝛought euento the point to fee, if you let them 
fle at a Partridge, theytake a tie and willnot fie at all. To 
redreſſe that, you ſhallgoe into a plaine fielde where arena 
trees, with a quicke Partridge, fhe which pou ſhall giue fo 
ſome of pour company, pour ſelfe all ride bp and dolbn Half 
anhoure with pour Pawke bpon pour fit vnhoded: ¢ then 
drawing near fo pour companion which hath the Partrivac , 
when pou come within fen 92 twelue paces of him,let him pic 
uily caſt out the Partringe, and let pour Hawke flee atits 


Wwyhich done, reward ann ked ber wel thereupon. yf peraduen⸗ 


ture vour Goſhawke haue need of more ſuch trains, then vou

Dare Gowatnkes (eſpecially Miafles are commonly berp 

ond ofthe mai, and therfore ſhould bee flotune with a 
little moze ramage, and beſore they be thaoughip reclaymed⸗ 
ſor clic oftentimes within tive oꝛ thee ſtrokes with theyr 
wings, they twill giue ouer the kowle that they fla x return 
ſtraight againe to their Reper. Wherefore remember fo: flee 
with them as fone as pou can,and that pntill they be perfed- 
ip nouſlled and in blod. They muff allo be-fetin places tobere. 
they fe not many folke,fo2fearethep become very fondofthe 
man: Wut when they haue flotune, and baue killed twice 
or thrice, then fet them where people and dogges frequent, 
the inbich ſhallbe necefiary fo preuent the. tnconuentences 
tobich nuabt happen, when they ace at marke neare.to a 
houſe, o2 vpon abtah way, ifthen they Houta be diſcou⸗ 
regen withſodaine fight ofanyperfon that twent bp. And 
pet by this. aduertiſement of leeing quickiy with a Soave 
@othatvke o2a Nyalle, J mightmake fome Falconer learne

I F pour Cofhaiwkebe once a god Partridger, betvare that — 
poulet ber not flee the pout,o2 the Feaſant, fo2 the feaſant 
fieeth not fo longa flight as the Partridge doth.And therfore 
the Goſhawke betna naturally mo2e rauenous and defirous 
of pep than any ofber Hawke, would moꝛe delight f fle a 
hort fliabtto the Feazant, and willcare leſſe to hold out at a 
Partridge Trueit is that ſome are god fo2 both, but thoſe are 
veryrare:And therefo2e you muſt haue conſideration thereof, 
as alſo to keepe them tn god order With fleeing, bathing, wea⸗ 
thering,tp2ing,pluming,and diuerſe other points of Falcon⸗ 
rie, the Lobich do ferur alfo fo2 tercels aſwelas fo2 goſhawks.

al is frapnes bohich yor vſe fo ginefoare Goſhawkes and 
Nyaffes ave not fo requifite for a haggart.Foꝛ the Soare- 
hawkes and Nya/es when they ave made fo the fitt,¢ to fease 
a pullet bpon the ground, wil then abine ¢ neuer foare alway, 
and may immediatly be floiwn withall ata Paatridge, ſo that 
pou beare aline traine Partridge with pou to ſerue her if ned 
be, as hath been beretofoze declared in entring ofother igre 

ng 
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And the paincipal point of confideration is,that you encourage 
anxhawke wellat the firtt. In icing witha Gothawke, it 
hapneth oftentimes that fretng in the ſnow, and killing their 
prep vpon the ground, they fill their belles with now, fa 
that the jtalconer canot tell where tofinnethem. At (uch 
times then, fatten a bell vpon the two couert feathers of your 
Hawkes Stearne o2 2 vapne,and that aloft neareto her 
rumpe. For ſo doethe Falconers of Dalmatia 
pfe at all times ofthe veare to flee with their 
Hawkes. Andit is a god meane to 
xnow at alltimes where, and 
whatis become of pour 
Paluke.

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killling of a Partridge orany other fielo flight: J twill alſo 

declare how poumay flee tothe Riuer with a Goſhawke, 

and how pou may kill great Fowles with ber.a Goſhawke 

(but no Sereell) may flee fo the riuer at Wallarde, Ducke ,.

being mewed in the wwve, they are calico Nyaſſes, which 
are fakeninthe epae. Wanchers are thofe, that hauing lor⸗ 
faken the epee, are ledde by the old haloke vpon the boughes 
and boanches neare about theepae, and thereupon thep ave 
called Branchers: afterivards thep are called Soarehawks. 
Chey ave called Soarehatukes, becauſe when they haue fo2 
faken the wod, and beginne to prey fo2 themſelues, they fle 
bpaloft bponpleafure, which with bs Falconers 1s called foas 
ring. geived hawkes ave all hawkes that hang once 02 more 
{hiften their feather : and Haggarts are they which pep fo2 
themfclues,¢ doe alfo mewn themfelucs eyther tn the wod, 02 
otherwile at large. Wo beginne with the Nyalle which is of 
greateſlt difficulty to bing vnto any perfection, pou muſt 
tirſt feede her infome freth coie Chamber o2 parler vpon the 
around.

V 7Hen pour Sparowhawke ts once made, you may go 
freely tito the field:and ik vou find any voung Quaile 

let her flee thereat with aſmuch aduantage as pou can: and 
ifthec take itgrewardand fede ber,gc Kememberthat at irk 
eniringofpour Hawke pou hold pour fiſt aloft alivapes, al⸗ 
{well becaure pour HRaboke may fe the game ſpring, as alfo 
that ſhe may learne to haue an eye fo the Dogges, the which 
pou ſhall alwaves cauſe to hunt on pourright band, whe they 
raunge, but eipecially when they queſt and. call, fo the end 
you may fhe betfer, and af moze aduantage cat of pour 
hatuk when youlet her flee. And twhen your Sparoivhatwke 
doth know ber game and how fo fire; then may pou fie more 
thanonediahtina a foꝛenone o2 an afternone,fo that alwaves 
pou giue her fom ſmalreward at eucry flight that thee killeth.

NZ Jhaue ſpoken at large of Hyaſſe Sparo whawkes 
it were inect that J ſhould ſet doone ſome inſtructions 
alſo concerning Ramage Hawkes, and ſuch as are taken 
when ther haue preyed fo2 themſelues. And yet in effect the 
fame pecepts that {erucfo2 a Hyalle, will ſerue alfo fo2 raz 
mage Hawkes and mewed Patwkes. But pet they, (1 
meane ramage and melwen Dalukes) require not fomuch 
paine to make thin know their name, nor to enter them,. 
becauſe they haue beene practiſed in preying for themfelues, < 
the Nralſſes ave altogether igr orant and fimple: ſo that the 
Hyralles mutt be taught to kno their game, in a manner, 
euen as they are taught bp the breeder in the wod, the which 
(as J bane heard old Falconers tell) iuen her vong Patukes 
goe out of fhe neft,and can hoppe o2 ficcke fromone bough to: 
another, commeth in with fome prey vnto then, and —13 — 
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then altonether, the Aath aloff,and lets thebird fall amonglt 
thet, {o that inbich feeucrofthentcatchethitw hertallents, 
fedeth vppon it fo2 bat meale, andthenreturneth theolde 
Watnke fo: ſome prep, vntill (hee haue ſedde them all ¢ taught 
them to fote thei prep. And therefore when a man hath them, 
Nyvalſe inbich neuer were taught fo by the breeder, hee mull 
practiſe as neare ag he can like the olde batwke, fo teach them 
to fof,and fo kil their pꝛeey, and fo know it,the which pou ſhal 
notbe troubled waith ina Soare,vamagc, 02 meted Bawke. 
Fo2 they which beare thofe names, have learnt to prep fo2 
theriielues:aud moſt of all the metwed haggart Batwkes, fo2 
they ave thrrughly noufled and trapned there, pea and mok 
conunonty they haue learnt fuch conditions,that with all fhe 
paines tux cantake,fein of them can bee brought fo any mood 
perfecion. But be which path a Paggart Sparowhawk, mutt 
atoue all thinges fake panes in weyning ber from that bile 
fauliofcarrping, ¢thatthallbe vo by feruing beroften with 
grzafpullets, andotherqreattraines, the which the cannot 
Carey, and thereby (he twill learne fo abide vpon the quarrey. 
Alfothep which delightin Haggarts, muſt take aveat hede 
that they offend Chem not, butrather cop them afmuch as thep 
cart with all deuiſes of fauour echerithing,fo2 thep will remẽ⸗ 
‘ber kauor 02 iniurie much better than any other kind of batuk. 
And of the fame condifion are Lentiners fo2 the moſt part,the 
wohich ave calle with vs March Walukeso2 Lentiners, be- 
caus they are taken in Lent with lime 02 fuch like means.

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Any times it hapneth that a Oothatwke o2 a Tercell 
which was god in her Soarage, doth become nothing 

fo toward 02 god when ſhe is mewed:and that proccedeth bee 
saute 
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cauſe in her ſoarage tee twas not cheriſhed to make her fake 
delight in her light:ſor in a manner all fhe kill of a Falconer 
02 2 Mieger conuſteth in coxing ¢ telicate blage of bis hatwke 
and fa cheriſhing ber, that thee may take pride and pleafurein 
ber fiiaht. A hereioze J would not thinke it amiſſe ikhee had ab 
wales at the arſt entring of his Goſhawke o2 Tercell, a trate 
Partridge in bis bagge,toferucher with, when neede doth 
requ te,andio be ſhall winne her loue. Ano theretvithall let 
him marke theſe obferuations, fo keepe bis hawke in god 
tune alwares.firſt, let him confider that naturally all Gofs 
hawkes are lull ol moiſt humors, and efpecially in the head 3 ¢ 
therefoze let him plie them with ting and plumage, both 
morning and cucning, fe2that will open them in the heade, 
and make them caſt twater thercat.3et the Oohhawks tyring 
be the rump ofabeete,o2 the vppermoſt topnt ofa ining which 
wecall the Pynion, or a chickens leg, giuen by the five, 02 in 
the warme Sunne. This till not onely keepe your hake o⸗ 
pen in the bead, but alſo kepeth her in exerciſe, and vſe, aud 
from ſlothſulnes, which might marre ber, and vtterly fpople 
her. 
, Itis good alfo fo gtue ber euery night cafting epther of 
feathers 02 of cetton,and then in the mozning fo marke whe⸗ 
therit be wꝛought round o2 not, whether it bee ſweete o2 not, 
whether it be moiſt oꝛ die, andof what colour the water ig 
that deoppes ont of the cafling,fo2 thereby bee thall iudge in 
what cafe bis Hawke is.

Remember allo tn the {pring to offer pourhawk to the water 
euery weke, for elle fhm twill foare away when ſhee fleet, and 
make ysu ſeeke ber. 

Ifyour hawke bath her at any time of her obne accorde 
acter ber flight, qoe poclently te the nert houſe with ber, (ikit 
be tn winter oꝛ cold weather) and weather herby a fire with 
her backe fo the fire,and not her gorge, fo2 that would make 
ber ficke. And likewiſe dus your Hawkeit pou bane carried 
her in the rate. eta gad Falconer oꝛ Oſtreger alwaves 
kepe bis havoke luſty and hie, and pet kepe ber in fuck tune, 
that (hee may fleebell when thee ts high: fo: doubtics the pluc⸗ 
king downe of a Hauk doth marre her and make her cofparte 
lp. Aboue all things an Oſtreger muſt be patient and neuer 
chollericks. 

A good Ollreger muſt alfo kepe Bis habokecleane, and her

in regardthat the Falcon is rth the Queene of all other 
hawkes: nothing doubling at all but that diuers toil muſe at 
the uame and tearme of the complerionot a hawke, as though 
indeed there were no ſuch matter, led thereunto by their groſſe 
conceit and blinded imagination, fo2 that they cannot in their 
opinions tudgelocafily of the natures of Habkes, as they can 
of thecoinplertons of mien, Wwhofectearnes and thinnes offkin 
bewrares there inclination and complerion, wheras hawkes 
are not in awy condition ſo to bee Decined andindgeDd, by mean 
of their plumes:whech indede is facre otherwiſe, for, as in 
man thenaturall complexion is truly difcerned by the ſkinne, 
foig the naturall diſpoſition and conffitution of a hawke by 
ber cotcand plume: whlch J adueuture not to report af-myp 
felfe, fo2 that tt ftriueth to much with common fenfeando20t-

SL doth belong to a god and ſkilſull Falconer, not alone fo 
knolwe all kindes of hawkes, and to haue the cunning how 
fo reclaime,keepe, flee, panpe ,¢metue the ſayd batokes, tuith 
fundey ofverlike matters incident and appertayning to Fale 
contie :but itis berp neceſſary and beboueful fo2 him fo haue 
knowledge and god erpertence in thet diſeaſes and cures: 
fo2 that they are birdes fubtect to ſundrie maladies and acct 
ventes, the cure of all which doth reſt inthe carctull keeper: 
Mhorefore hauing ( vnleſſe J flatter my felfe) in the former 
pacts of this callecion, perfoamed my promtfe, made tn the 
verp entry andbeginina of this boke, as touching Wawks, 

and other matters belonging fo the miſterie and ſkill of Fal⸗ 
conrie: itisonelpleftnoin , and J reſt charged with their diſ⸗ 
cafes and cures, fo nicipher onto you the meane fo know the 
— as alſo a — fo recouerthem: — hap⸗ 
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pily anp man deſire a moꝛe ample difcourfe of the natures, ¢o- 
riginall cauſes of thofe vifeales,tha herein J ſhall bewꝛap/let 
bun know e bethink himlelt, that Jam neither proſound Phi⸗ 
loſopher, nor learned Phiſition by proleſſion, but thatin theſe 
Jdeale as a Falconer, maniſeſting and making ſhew of cures

thers, which J intend and mean, when they are vnable by anp 
cuilaccident fo perfoem their parts and duties tn any conditi⸗ 
on,as notfobeableto flee, oꝛ Frain the poep 5 their pounces, 
or any fuch like acion, which by naturthep ought to perform. 
Gn body they are diſeaſed, eyther by fome outward tauſe, as 
by a ſtripe oꝛ beuiſe:oꝛ els by forme hidden and inward cuilljas 
by corrupt ¢contagtaus humoꝛs, pꝛocceding either ofte great 
beat e moiſture of the head, oꝛ other wiſe ouermuch bought ¢ 
ſiccitv of the liuer ¢intuard parts, frõ which pꝛoceedeth many 
times thepantas ¢ ſhortnes ofbreath, ¢ other perilous euils 
whereot Jmean to faite in their peculiar places hereafter. 
| Again hawkes are atcuſtomed to be ill affected and diſeaſed 
(as J may tearm it)in their leathers, for that diuers times bee 
ing ſound of bedp,ginperfedt tate of health, pet they cannot 
fix 02 ffir their wings, by meane of fome beoken orſuued fea: 
thers, ¢cfpectallpthe flags/ long feathers,o2 ſacels, which fun: 
hey times are beoken cither in the quil,being blody feathers, 
o2neare the top o2 point of the feather: the remedy for twhich: 
nitfchief ¢cutl accident, J twill referne to the laſt part of this: 
treatife, as a matter metelt fo2 that place. But becanle p miſ⸗ 
chieles and dticales that grow Within the bodies ofthe hawks 
may be belt difcerned and knotun by theivererement,¢ by that 
which cometh from thent,as namely, bp thecatting ¢ muct of 
abatuke. Therſore FJ account tt moſt expedient, to haue gov:

out: And beũdes all theſe, of the gorge, guttes, and lyuer, of 
tie ſtripes and bruſes that happen to hawkes: and laftty of 
their feathers, and other euils.

ofthe hawke:al which parts ave fubtect to fund2y difeafes and 
euils.WBut firktofall, Jmeans to ſpeake of the chiefett, and 
moſt principal part of all the reſt, of fuch maladies as light 
vpon the braine, and afterthat, of ſuch as happen to the cy- 
ternall and outward parts of the hawkes heas. Among all 
which infirmities and grieks, account the Apoplexie( whom 
the Italians call qoææa) the greatett and moſt perillons, ag 
the inbich doth ogdinarilp caufe and bring fovaine death. 
This milchiefe poth commonly befall hainkes; by meane 
oft much greaſe, and ſtore of bind, fo2 that at that time ther 
both happily bzeake fome one baine 02 other in the braine, 
which doth fill fome concauttp oꝛ hollow cell ofthe beaine 15 
blod, in which Cels,(as thelearned do tmagine and affirme) 
fhe antmal ſpirites are engendered, and haue their beginning.

MPoꝛeouer it may chance bymaking along fiahtat a Fea⸗ 
fant o2 Partringe,tn the heatofthe dap, by meane of which 
the hawke bath furcharges her (elfe twith ouermuch trauaile. 
P Wherefore 
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Caherefoze if Hall bee behouefnll and neceſſary ſo to vſe the 
matter with care and diligence, as it may be fozefane , that 
hatokes incurre not this aduenture and euill. UWibereuppon 
fo2 that hainkes in the mew, are accuftonied to gather much 
areate,tf ſhall bee gud fo2 the {pace of fiſtoene oↄ twonty daies 
beloret he dꝛawingot them out of the mew, tafen them with’ 
ipquide and flipper: fietty,furh as map liahtlp be. put oer; 
and pafie theough them. As namely, withthe hearts of 
Calucs,Lambes,o2 Coates, wathed tn luke warme water , 
and afterwards d2teninalnnenclothbeiore pou give if pour:

Aikewiſe may you hololp fede pour hatwhes before hep:

order of fading them, when the time is came to drawe them 
out of the mewe, you muſt remember todzatw them. verie 

aderly, and after that,to continue the fame kind of feding, 
and fo keepe the ſame hand bpon them forother twenty daies 
(pace at the beaſt, to ſcowꝛe and difburden pour Hawkes of 
that flue and glitte, which vothfurchargsthem, hauing 
them alwares fo2 the moſt part on the fit, -anv: efpecially at:

He bath beneempticaboue, hauing art peepared the lard, 
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Orbutter, bp waſhing it ſeuen, eight, o2 moe timesin clear 
tuater, and afterlwardes letting tt foake in Koſe⸗water 2 
(pace, andlatly, bp putting onto it of the belt Sugar that 
Jcould net, o2 Sugar Candiebeaten to powders And my 
order was, cuer fo giue this ſcowring euery ſeuenth or eight 

Day. Any this is not alone to be vſed to hakes in the 
meio, but alſo to ſuch as. are kapt on the pearch andftocke.

Talcons, Coſhawkes, and other birds ofprey, are wont 
fobe much cumbred and moleſted with the ſwelling of the 
head, and the Apoſtume thereof, a very grieuous euill, occaſio⸗ 
nedby aboundance of ewull bumo2s;¢ the heatof the head. It 
ig diſcerned by the {welling of the hawks epessby the moittur 
which ſundry times iſſueth and ditilleth from the cares,and 
often cake bp eutll Sauour, and finell of the Apottume. 
Alſo tt may, be percepued bp the finall defire the hawke hath 
fo moue.o2 aduante her ſelſe byfhe wreſting of bet heade, 
and the little regarde the bath to tyre and pull the fic 
that. the ferethon, as though) indede tyring were 
verie painefull. to ber, ans by thatthe is ſcarce able 
; P 2 ts 
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to open ber clappe, and beake, afterberaccuftomed mannets 
Againk this moſt perillous euill, fall be berp neceſſary 
firft of all to ſkowꝛe pour Hatoke throughly , and after that 


‘the bead in chiele. 


As touching the generallfhoww2ing. Ican commend and 
allow you fo. cine ber thee oz foure mozninges , when the 
bath nomeateto put ouer, a pytl as bygge as a nutte of buts 
ter waſht ſeuen or eight times tn freſh water, and ſteeped 
well in Kole water, mingling it afterward with Ponte of 
RKoles,¢ very god ſugar, holding pour Haboke onthe tt, till 
ſhremake one 02 fwometofes. Which being done, to diſhurdẽ 
and fkotuze the bead, tt Mallbe ercellent fell done to take of 
Rewe (ede foure daammes, Aloes Cpatick tivo drammes, 
Safiron one ſcruple, reducing and forcing all thefe to fine 
powder, and with a quantifie conuenient of honie of Roſes to 
make apyll of that biqnefle and ſyze, as may well be cuepen 
info the hawks beake, by which her brayne map be purged 
and ſkowred, thruſting the pyll fo pepe into her thpote,as. 
pou may welll, holding ber a {pace after it vppon the filk. 
Mund that done, fetting her downe on the pearch, in a conues 
nient place, fitfo2 the time, and five hours after, to fede her 
at ber accuffomed ime with god hotte meate. 

Wut if happily there bee anyofthe cozruption and filth in 
the Hawkes care, if hall be very neceflary,cavefullp with ar 
inſtrument offiluer, 02 other god mettall fo2 the nones, that 
the one ende bee (harpe poynted and eaged, of purpoſe to ap- 
ply lynt, andon the other ende holloe and faſhioned like 
vnto theearcofa Patwke,to cleuſe and.remoue the filth that 
furreth thebatubes eare. And with that ende,. thereon the 
ipnteo? bumbaſt is, fo fholu2ett very daintitp, and pres 
fently bpponthe fame, totnfule and droppe in a quantity 
of Dyleal ſweete Almondes ,frelh anvluke twarnie, and 
after the fame foconuey into the eare a little lynt o2 bombat,. 
to keepe in the Dyles til fuch time the bee dreſſed againe, to 
fhe enoe the Dpie,mapfupplic and mollifiethe filth , fo as

if may eafilp bee remoued andclenſed. Ana this oer mutk 
Pouobieruc and continue, vntill he Apoſtume be refotnen ¢ 
throughly ripe. But ilit fo fallout, that the Apotthume wil 

not come to matucation,o2 ripe, in lo2te as if map growe fo 
ſuppuration, and ke mundified in manner aforefain, but wil 
veit atone fay inthe bead ofthehawke: then mutt you be 
fayneto cometocauterise the bead aloft, and bettowa buts 
ton there, to cauſe the humo: fo bꝛeath, and to boing the cor⸗ 
rupt matter thither, remembzing after this fire and cauterie 
to remoue the eſcarre, by beſto wing on it fo2 the pace of eight 
or nine dayes, butter, by which pou thall eaſily remoue the 
crutt o2 efcatre, which ts maze by the fire. 

Pou mull not fornet,ifit be ſo, as your hatoke be ſo weake 
as ſhe ts bnable,o2 fo froward as the will not fede and tyre 
vpon her meate which pou giue bor, chen fo cut tf in ſmal pele 
lets. and fo sineither, eptyer th fapze meanes 02 fotvle, not 
leaning tole ic fp, (6ybe Pt, ag iba may recepue if 
Willinglp,and fieve yer lelfe,becadiie i may the eller no uriſh 
her. Foꝛr this is one vndoubted rule, that wohen a Patwke 
doth refute fo fede and tyre, chee is bery vnluſty, and difeaten, 
and not one among a hũdreth ofthem,that oth recouer, Ana 
foz mine owne part,in all ny time, J haue recouered but one 
Falconbeing fo difeafen,andthat bythe meaneand cure a- 
fo2elaid,and by bfing this cauterie, 
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Let this {uffice,as toue ag this monſtrous accivent,fo2 % | 


meane to reterpe pou fo another place fo2 the cauterie ann fire, 
which pou Ware bie fo hatwkes where J twill (peake (pecially 
thereof. Duly suing pou this caueat before pou goe, that this 
euill of the bead, is infecious,and {vill patfe from one hainke 
fo another,as the maungie doth among Spanicls,o2 any fuch 
contagious difeate, WMherlore it thail be very god to ſeque⸗ 
ſter and ſunder the hawke that is thus affeden, from yout o⸗ 
ther hawkes, ſoꝛ anoiving of the fame euill. 
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Of: the diſtillation and fwelling of a Hawkes head, 
and ailo of her eyes.and nares, 


Awkes are accuſtomed fo haue acerfaine diſtillation o2 
Catasre in their heads, becauſe when they ard hard fleen 
Lwithall,¢ {et in.great beates,by long and painful llights, they 
eaſily take cold. ppon the fame, epther though fome vnhap⸗ 
py ſtormes of weather, oꝛ great windes, 02 by reafon ofthe 
extreame cold of {uinter,¢ chieflp when they are full of groſſe 
and naughty humors. 

Okfthis Catarre o2 diſtillation, ſundry times there grow 
athouſand miſchieles to thoſe poꝛe birdes, and {pecially the 
ſwellingof the head, with a kind ofdropping humor, which 
isthe cauſe many times, thatthe halokes epes become leſſe, 
and are contracted in amanner together. Welide tobich in⸗ 
conuenience, the nares alſo beceae to bee ſfuſt and ſtopped 
{vith exceffine excrement tut deſcendern crom the braine · All 
iwhich euill actidenrs doe xequire, and Land needfull of ſeue⸗ 
rail cures befoze they can bec reroued, and the hawkes enioy 
their accuſtomed jealth.. 

hereloꝛe firlk of all, it Mall be neceſſary fo ſcowee pour 
Patoke being thus atlected and diſeaſed, with utter prepas 
ed in manner afozefaide, 02 with Dyle Oliue prepare afs 
tecthatfathion, as % fhall inſtruc pon in the Chapterof the.

Vou mutt remember, anv’ 
note this very well, thatif pour Hawke to whom pou gine 
this (comming bee areafic,and ful of flefh,pou map boldly gius 
if her two o2the mornings. Wut ifthe be poze, andlow, 
then once 02 tivice fo allow tins (colnzing, twill very well 
fuffice her. Foꝛ there is euer reſpectto be hadof the fate 
of a hawke, when any vpward 02 downeward ſcowring ts 
giuen them, fozotherivile it {ill doe them greater miſchiele 
than pleature. 

But when pou perceiue pour hawks head fo ſwell, and her 
eves fo be fullof popping humors, and fo waxe leſſe than na 
turally they were aceuttomen tobe, by meane of the ſwelling 
of her head: It hall bee god, hauing giuen her this general 
ſcowring, that J bane ſpoken of, to feotw2e the headalone,and 
purge it with fome deuiſe, to force her ſnite and ſnille, as men 
Doe accuſtom to ſneze:and fo force her fherunto,pou may take 
Pepper, Cloues, muſtard ſeede, of each one a like quantitic, 
Making them all into very fine powder, as is poſſible, ¢fhen 
with a whiſtle of Glucr,o2 other like mettell, (pea though it 
be but a quill,it will ſerue the turne) being applyed vppon 
her nares, to blow it info her nares as ſtrongly as pou may, 


to make it pierce the furtherin. And belides that, von may rub 


and frot the pallateofpour Hawoke withthe faid poluder, aud 
not fed her after if, vntill (uch time (hee bath left ſniting, and 
(nifling. afpoucontinue this pradife thre oꝛ faure daves

To diſcharge the bead ofa Hawke, that te ſtult with ill 
humor, Staueſaker vohich the Apothecaries vo fel inthe win⸗ 
ier, J haue found avery excellent thing, and olgreat ſorce, 
giuing of it the biggeneſſe oka Beane vnto my Havoke, 
P4 being 
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being emptie,and haningnothingabone.Anewithall J was 
accuftomed torubbe the pallate of ber mouth, foꝛcing alſo 
fome parte of the potuder to-alcend vppe into the head by 
the bole that goeth to the bane : “anv after J had ſo done, 
{would caſt mp hawke fo the pearch, vnhoding ber. Githich 
was no fonerdone, but pou ſhould fe her calt a a woꝛlde of 
flimy filth and moiſt humour, and tnpfle at ber nares as 
laſt. 

‘But iftt be fo,that the aboundance of humors in the Head, 
by none of thele afozelain remedies will be remoued, applying 
themneuer (o often,noz the mifchiefe ceale to bere pour hawk 
which you hall eafily aifcerne by herſlimy caftings, andthe 
aboundance of filth that twill itueat her nares: then mult 
you of force be driuen bentroudlp to flee to the acuall cauterie, 
€ with an p20n button heat in the fire, to cauterize Her vpon 
the head, vſing no leſſe tungementand diſcretion therein, than 
the daintineſſe of the place requires,tecarding the bone of fhe 
Hawkes head, bohich te not verp itrong,o2 hard. And before 
you doe vſe the cauterie, it is neceſſary fo cutte atway thole 
feathers, that are guotuingabout the place where pou meane 
fo beſtow pour fire. 

Af with this monſtcous moyſtneſſe of your hatokes ead, 
there be topned a ſwelling, or the dopping of her eyes:in that 
tale J doe thinke tf beſt fo beſtow pourbutton vpon ber head, 
init betwixt her eves, obferuing the ſame order that J haue 
alreadie preſcribed pou. 

When the nares of pour hatoke ave ſtuft with filth, and 
ſurcharged with ſuch diftillation from the bead, as J bane: 
fpoken of :after a conuentent ſcowꝛing, then thallit be gap 
fo fake Pepper and Mullard feed beaten wits fine potuder, 
and puffing itinto a cleane linnen cloth, to ſtype it a fpace 
in the ſtrongeſt binegar poucan gette: and that done, fo 
beſtow fome few d2oppes thereof bpon her nares, ſo as 
thep may enter and pierce ber nares. Foꝛ trucly this *—

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uiſe will fo ſcowee and drie bp fhe hume2, as if {ill do great 
pleature. Wut ik ſo with thele remedies and meanes you 
cannot refolus if, then muff you betaine to ble the cauterte,, 
not aloft vpon the head, but round about the nares giuing her 
alittle touch with the fire, ſomewhat below the nares ,. to 
make them moze large, alwayes bling the matter fo carefully 
as you touch not the rwfo2 (02 pozet of her nares. When pou 
haue in this manner beſtawed pour fire, and acuall cauterie, 
vntill fuch time the paine doc ceaſe, and the efcarre fall atuay, 
(which is nothing elfe but the cruſt that is growne there, by 
meane of the five, )poumutt annoint the place with freth but: 
fer,and after that pou haue ſo done, then procede fo the cure 
ofit with the powder of Ipatticke,o2 Olibanum. 

This is aberp god remedy fo2 the ſwelling in the head o f 
a Hawke. Dake Stauclacre, a quantify of Pepper, anda. 
little Aldes Cpaticke, beat theſe fay things inte fine powder, 
and put them into the water of rety, where when tf bath been 
ſteeped a (pace in the ſaid liquoz, with alittle bombaſt 02 lint, 
bath pour Hawkes nares finite aday,and pou ſhall findit 
eale pour hawke greatly, and ridde a great part of the filthie 
matter that breedeth the ſtoppage in her head. It all theſe 
remedies which Jhaue alleadged generally, nor anyone ſpe⸗ 
ciall medicine twill prenaile,as J fain before:then muſt pou re⸗ 
poſe pour chiefeſt truſt inthe cauterie, which muſt bee porte 
eptheron the head with a cauterizing button, oꝛ about the 
nares (with a needle, o2ꝛ tharp pon, fire hote, o2fome colpenne 
filuer Inſtrument, ofpurpofe made, applying alter the fire, 
fo2 the remouing of the Eſcarre, and the cure of the fame,, the 
remedies afozefaty,

This oeuife may you bie fo bath pour Hawkes eve withall, 
vntill fuch time heberecoucred, fading ber mean while with 
god meats,and ſuch as are light of diſgeſtion. 

Patvkes are of fonoble and excellent a nature, as the moit 
part of medicines that pou doe apply fo the hurtes ano cures 
of men, pou may boldly beſtow on hatvkes, as thinges berie 
holeſome fo2them,as by their working will be mot eniventip 
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the adminiſtration of theſe ſaid receites ,hauing alivayes a re⸗ 

qacd onto the weake anv delicate nature of Hawkes, in rez 

fpect ot men:and therefoze the quantities of cucry thing mutt 

be allowed and giuen accordingly. [ Jfo2 when all the ment, 

clues recited thal faileto worke, if then pou take but aleafe of A dition, 
ground Juie, and champing it in vour mouth, ſpit thetuyce 

theveof into the hawkes eye, it will not onelp take away this 
eutlLbut any other guicfem the epe twhatfoener.] 

It hapneth diuers times, thattheough the cafarre, and 
paine oẽ the head and eyes, therelights spon theeares of a 
Habbke fo moztall and deadly an apofume,as ſeldom tohen, 
though there be great care vſed about thecure, the may bee 
boought to perfect ſtate oꝛ recoucred. And this pꝛocedeth, bes 
caule the mufchiefelics fo neare a neighbour fothe bꝛaine, as 
befozcit can bꝛeake 02 beclean(edoutinardly, it caufeth the 
Datuke to perlfh, Beſides that, itis bery hard to apply medi 
cines in that place:bué tithe hawke be ofſo ſtrong a nature, 
that hx bok the breathing and rupture of this vifeate which 
pou fhall perceiue bp the quitture and filth that daotiy tue 
from ber eares, giue her this remedie, which is a very noble 
receit, and appoued of ine ofteutimes,as well in men, as in 
Patwkes,tomy great commendation and qloop. 

{Lake hony of Koies,and oyle of egges, incoꝛpoꝛate them TheCure, 
together, and powee twice 02 thaice a Bap into the eaves of 
pour hawoke, ſome felw dzops of it hote:and ti pou find by the. 
aboundance of filth, that there nedeth qreat abfterfion, pou. 
may adde thereunto a quantity of Sarcacoll beaten info: 
powder. 

Whe Wine of Pomegranats isa mot ercellent remedy in 
this mifchiefe,confeen with thofe things aloreſaid. 

Butter toell coyled and beaten in a mozter oflead, one 
howꝛe at the leat, and afterwards potw2cd into the hawkes 
eares reafonatle Hote, twice o3 theice adap, IS a berp god 
remiedic.. 
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Of ſuch evils as happen to Hawkes in their chaps 
aud mouthes. 


He chaps and mouth ofa hauke is ſubiect fo ſunder pigs 

eaſes, and in the hawkes mouth there are wont to grob 
c¢taine white peeces of eth, and fometimes tending ſome⸗ 
iwhat fo blacke, which doe binder the bainkefrom her fading, 
by meane whereof without any other cutdent cauſe, the bes 
commeth leane and low. MRhereſoꝛe tt thall bee verp neceſſary 
to loke info ber mouth ſomtimes, both inthe pallate,ana bry 
der the tong, beeauſe that many tunes, thereelpecially, doe 
groin &p cecfaine peeces of fleſh like tn ſhape to a qrain of pep: 
per, ſometimes leſſe, ſometimes bingerthan.a pepper graine 
whichit Mall be necellary to cut away, eyther with a payre of 
cyfers,ifpou map commuodtonfip docit, oꝛ with Roch allome 


urnt,o2 with a bop of oyle of bꝛimſtone, applyed vpon a lit: 


fle cotton, vo an vron onto the place, taking atway the corrupt 
fleſh. You muſt mundifie the place with bony of Koſes, and 
Dumbatt,o2 lynt, vntill pou fee the quicke fleth vnderneath it, 
therafterivards onto the bony of toſes, you may apply and 
adde a itfle pouder of maſticke, 02 incenfe,te confolidate the 
wound, waſhingit fametines among with white nine. 

Moꝛeouer and befides this, thereis went to happen vnto 
hawkes in the mouth, acertaine frownce o2 impediment, 
which doth hinder their feeding, astheother paces of fleſh do, 
of which Jhaue poke befo2c. This frotunce may be verie 
well percepucdand diſcerned with the eye, and will appeare 
alſo by the feding of the hatnke. 

Diuers times this kind of cull is cured with hony of Ro⸗ 
ſes, tuith the powder of nut⸗Mhels bound in apaceof linnen 
cloth, weil bathed and ſtiped together, aud thoutt onder the 
hote vmbers vntillit may be bꝛought vnto fine powder: thig 
map pou continuetwice a day, as long as ſhall be needfull. 

Wut this twill not ſerue the turne,it hall bee very necella⸗ 


£y fo mogtific,and kill:the fronce with Aqua foatis, fuch as 
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Goldſmithes doc vſe to part theit mettals withall, hauing rez 
ſpect not to touch it any where, ſauing onlp vpon the frownce, 
and part diſe aſed, kor that it will fret the god e found fleſh. 

After pou. haue mortified the frotonce a2 canker with Aqua. 
fortis, as Jhaue told pou,then muſt you mundiſᷣe and conto: 
lidate it with honx of roes, which will cure it out of hand. 

Alfa it is very god to apply this receit following inthe cure. 
af the Frownce, whome the Italians call Zarvoli. 

Take acleane Skellet, whereunto put god wabhite Caines. 
aAquantitpof Verdigrece voell beaten to powder, of Koche 
Allomlike quantitie,cneounce of hany, anda feito dete Koſe

Take Verdigrece a quantity, binde it in a linnen cloth ,. 
ſtype it one day and one night in ole Water, o2 Plan⸗ Thel 
fine Water, o2 common Wwater,not hauing the reſt, andat “7° °° 
terwards waſh the frotunce therewith;. vntillthey bor moꝛrti⸗ 
fied, which pou: fyall well perceyne by the. quicke fleth 
that will grow vnder: then applp Wonep. of oles in 
the ende of the Cure, and it ſhall doe pourbatnke great:

Egiptiacum is an excellent thing to cure ¢ hill the frownce 

ina Hawke; which is noneother thing but. a berp Canker Aiither 
Such ag men ave plagued withall. Wthercfozre take: Uerdi⸗ 
grete, Koch Alonte, ofeyther two ounces, Honey of Roles. 
ore 
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one ounce, Water oi Plantaine, Lune of Pomegranats, ofey⸗ 
ther timo ounces and & balic, (ct themon a ſolt burning fire , 
alinapes ſtirring them with a ſtieke, oꝛ wodden {platter, vntil 
it turne to the thickneſſe of bony : then take alittle ofit, and 
mingle with aquantity of Plantaine water, and pon thail 
find this the moſt excellent remedy, aſwell fo2 the frobonce in 
a Haboxke, as alſo ſor the canker in the mouth of aman Thus 
much is neceflary to be vſed, when the frownce doth happen 
vnto a Hawke bp ſomepoſtume of the bead, engendred by a 
co2rupt liner,o2 fome other inward part. But manytimes tt 
fo falicth out, that the beake ofa hatuke ishindeed goffended 
iwith this kindofcutll,and not the mouth fo much,in ſuch ſort 
as the Hawke cannot well feede,by meancthis miſchiefe voth 
fo fret and cate the hoꝛne of ber chappe and beake. Foꝛ vez 
medy of that, you muſt fakea fharpe knife, and pare ainap 
as much of the beake as is cozrupten: but if the malanp oꝛ 
frownce haue eaten bery farve onder the boone af the beake, it 
is not fufficient to cutit alway with a fharpeknife, as farre as 
the cankerbath caten,buf pou muſt afterinardes annoint the 
place with bony of Holes twice 02 thrice :andin fo doing the 
Patoke Hall vecouerand doe well, for the bony of Roles wil 
both munbdiffe anDincarne. 

Somcetines a hawkes beake o2 chappe noth ouergrow fo 
muchas itis berp neceflary fo copett with an p2on, and af 
ferivard fo ſharpen the beake with a knife, taking awap fo 
much as ts needefull fo2 the better feeding of pour hHawke, but 


in any wile pou mutt not meddle with the nether chappe, bes’ 


caufe that doth not commonly grow fo faft, noz fo farte as to 
hinder pour hawkes fieding. WMherelore that part is to be faz 
uoured · Act this fuffice as touching the diſeaſes of thebainks 
mouth,and thefroinnee, becauſe there is no canker or frownce 
foill,but being taken in time, with theſe receits, it wil be cus

QC) Ne fpeciall diſeaſe among others that bee lurking and ſe⸗ 
cret within the boeaftand couert parts of a Hawke, is 
the Pantas,a very dangerons eatil, and familiar tobatukes: - 
foz lightip iciv eſcape that are once encombzed with this infice 
mity. 

his miſchiele proredes tubenthe lungs and thoſe bea 
thing members byercetline heat are ouerdried, and baked in 
fuch ſort, as they cannot by any meanes frelp drab the apre 
fo them, nor pet biter if well being once recepuend, fo2 the bet⸗ 
fer coling ot the heart, whoſe bellows the lungs are, by nature 

wdapned fo2rthat ſpeciall purpofe and office, twherby the hart 
wareth inflamed, and by a neceflary confequent, the hawke 
of force muſt perifh. 

Welivethat, the humidity and moiſture ofthe head diſtil⸗ 
ling from aboue spon thoſebreathing parts, ¢ there encraſſed 
and waren thicke, ts wont alfe fo bee agreat furtherance to 
this mifchiefe,and bead difficulty ofbzeathing. cetherefo2e 
if fall be bery neceffarp fo regard if at the firſt, before the diſ⸗ 
cale hauc taken tm depe rote: fo2 that then, (fo2 any thing J 
know) there is no remedy tn the world fo be had fo2 the Pan⸗ 
fas tobich te commonly tearmed Aſma. 

Pou may iudge ofthe beginning of this aricfe,and kno w 
itbp this. our Hawke laboureth much inthe panel, mo⸗ 
uing ber tratneoften bp and downe, at cach motion of ber 
panell,andcannoftmanp tunes meivte o2 file: and when he 
doth fic, the droppes falk by ber, and makesa Gmail round 
burnt mewt:theſe ave apparant pimies that he bath the pan⸗ 
tas growingon ber. 

Agatne,you map percepueit by the moe biolent motion of 
her gorge then cuſtome was, but the ofberare the moſt aſſu⸗ 
red fignes that you can defire,andinfallible. Moreouer, when 
pour hawke doth oftentiines open andclofe herclappes and 
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beake, then is thedifeate berp neave confirmed. And loke 
how much the moze fhe doth it, p moze ts the Pantas roted 
on her, andthen ts the cure defperate, and not to be hoped fo2.

Myaccuſtomed manner of waſhing tt twas, fo put it in an 
earthen potte, that bad a litle hole in the very bottom of tt, 
of purpole made counde, inbereby it might the better bee 
ftopte with the toppe ot my finger. :then bo Jconuey tnto this 
potte that quantitie oſ Dyie , which 3 meaneto Mahe init, 
and with cleare water do there coilett together inith a wod⸗ 
den platter, o2 a fpoone,that the water wareth ſombohat dark.

awap bp the hole, the Oyle remaining behinde, and wim⸗ 
ming aloft,as it is the nature ofit to do.

Ielines this remedy, there ts oncother verygod, and that 
is butter, and Larde well fifen, and walhed in fundep Wra- 
ters, till ther become very cleane, and White, Which por 
mar kepe in Role⸗water, vntill pou haue octation fo vſe 
De thele being thus prepared and conſerued, you map 
take as you hauc ned, fo2 every ſcowring fuch a quantity , 
as toil feruc to make apyll 02 pellet,fe great as you may 
well conucy into pour Hawkes throat, bine itin maner and 
tuneaforclaid: giuing her nom and then omong that ſcowꝛing 
ef Cubebs and Cloues, as weil ſor the reaſon alteady allead⸗ 
ged, as alſo becauſe of her liquid meat ana flipper feeding vpon 
thoſe hearts, lo bathed and feeped in water. Nor Cubebs and 
Cloues will greatly comfort the ſtomacke arta gorge of yout

Wut J fo2 nip part haue neither fried the one nor the other, 
if 3 fhall tell. pou the truth of fhe matter,becaule J doe not at 
all like of thefe deuiſes: but dee aſſure pou,that with thoſe o⸗ 
ther remedies and receits, which J baue taught you in this 
Chapter of the Bantas( J meanethe ſcowrings, and the cauz 
feric) J haue done bery much god, and recoucred my batoks 
of this diſeaſe, and therefo2e doe reconuncnd pou fo them, as 
vndoubted experiments, 

Betony repucedinto the fo:me of an Electuarie with bony 
is a very god remenie fo2 this griele, as well in men, ag in 
Patukes. 

Dne other remedy which J findin an Ftalian Authe2, ts 
this. Take Mummy, Kheubarbe, Saffron, ¢ Sugar Candy, 
make all thefe info potwaer,aiuing if fo pour Hawke, forthe 
fpace of eight dayes at leaft ina chickens ſkinne, tf the will 
take it, ik not, lorce if tnto ber. Gnd while pou miniffer this 
medicine vnto her,all that time let her not be borne on the fiſt: 
ana withall among ſometimes, giue waht freth butter with 
fugarcandp, and ſometimes a cotton cating with incenſe 
within it. But J doe moze commend to giue her Bole Armo⸗ 
niacke in a Will with bony. 

Theſe remedies ne doubt are very gad and feueraigne a- 
gaint the Dantas of aisawke. Make pou choice of them, but 
let the cautery be the laſt refuge, for that is an extremity.· Ke⸗

WMhich done, they haue ben placed vpon 
abed.o2a cufhion,fo2on the pearch thep cannot and, being 
drowſie, but will ke as thinges in a trance fo2 the ſpace of a 
quarter of an howꝛe, and many neuer vecouer themlelues as 
gaine,but if happilp any doe after they are thus dealt withall 
recouet andilife,and{coivze away their medicine, no queſti⸗ 
on that hawke yall thoughly recouer; then is tf god to gine 
berofthe blody parts of a Pigeon bled tn that manner as J 
ſoreſhewed pou,but this dangerous medicine is not to be gir 
‘uen,but in deſperate cafes.

i bx hapneth fometimes thata. Batnke can hardly put ouer 
her meat, which may bee diſcerned bp this, when in the mor⸗ 
hing the bath of her ſupper aboue. This multoztune chanceth 
partly by reafon her meat twas ouerdrie, and(as we may fap) 
fohard bakedin the gorge, as fhee could not put it ouer, and 
partly againe, fo that the Hawkecannot endue ſufficiently,

In the firit cafe, Jhaue holpen diuers with giuing the 
Pawke water at will,tobotvseher pleaſure, bathing befides 
ber feet and pearch with freſh cola water: which not feruing 
the turne, Jhaue thruſt my forefinger into her gozae, and fo 
holpenitalong,and fometimes my little finger,o2 a waxcan⸗ 
dlesandby that meanes haue cauien her to fillin the ventricle 
foner than otherwile thee vould haue done. Ihe wweakenefle 
of which part diuerle times isa cauſe that the Hawke doth 
not weli endue,no? fillin the Panel. 

Somctwhiles againe J hauc vſed, and chiefly fo Falcons 
fo giue a ſcowring in Cotton of ponder of Sununye, prepa 
redof Cloves and utmegs, rolling aloft vpon thecotton a 
litflelynt of Flaxe becauſe they ſhould the fonercattit. And. 
by this meanes haue recoucren them peelentlyp . 

When a hawke doth endew but ſlowly, and hath bp that 
means ſmali luſt to her meat, vou mutt thus do, to make her 
more eacer, e ſharp, wꝛap her meat in the (eed of Naſrcuum- 
02 {vater cratfies, and fo cauſe her fo take it. But this mutt be 
vſed only in winter, by reafon that kind of ſeed ts berp Hote. 

The meat being thus bled, will bing her to be very tharpe 
fette,and canfe ber to be well bꝛeathed, and befines make ber 
lufty,fo2 indeed itis a medicine dery excellent, and of infinite 
bertue. 

sBefines,fometimes the gorge is fo onfoftune, as it isthe 
cauſe that the hawke at ber accuſtomed houre both not catte,, 
but retayneth per cating within her. Mhereupon it behoues.

Moꝛeouer mutkard feede; otherivife called Senuy fede, is 
anercellent ¢ ap2efent remedy fo2 that mifchiefe, being con 
ueyed into the Hawkes throat of the biqnes of a beane,tothe 
huger fort of hawkes:but to the lefler hawkes aleffequantity 
ought to be ginensebetines that,one graine of Cloues, with a. 
tittle pure Aloes well waſht, albeit that {will ſomewhat bere:

Wut aboue allother, doe Jbommend and preferre aſcow⸗ 
ring conuered into a little cotton catting, that is madeofthe 
powder of dlocs Cpaticke watht,of Cloucs, Nutmegs ano 
Ginger, of ech oftyele equall potions, roling the Cotton in 
alittle Low o2 sare, making tf as hard with your band as 
pou may athen rolling it in the powder ofcloues, ano forcing 
if downe fhe Hawkes throat: and preſently pou Mall fe your 
hawhe catt it bp with theoloecatting which Mee ban beſore 
his beſides the benefite ofthat, twilicomfozt greatly, and 
frengthen the gorge, and ſcowre the heod ofali ſuch euill htt 
moꝛs as are Chere furchargiig thefame. The vleof this: de⸗ 
uife now and then will be very neceflary and beneficiall fo 
pour Bainkes without doubt. | 
AF pour hawke will not call, take Aloes, Pepper,powder 
of Cloucs,andbony of Roles making of all theſe a long ppl; 
and as bigge as acatting wine it pour hatuke, and the Mali 
paelently caſt vpon fhe taking of it. 


Ofwormes that moleft and trouble hawkes out of meafure, 


PT Div doe J holo it high tine, and the place very conueni⸗ 

ent fo write of fuch kinds of wormes as Do trouble and 
bere the pore hawkeas her moztall enemies, which after a 
ſort doe Depend of fhe gorge, thꝛough whole weakeneffe there 
are engendred grofle and bifcuous humors inthe bowels ofa 
hawke, where beeing weakely wrought by default ofnaturall 
heat, the humor conuerts into ſmall woꝛrmes a quarter of an 
puch long and moe. 

Vou may percetue theſe wormes to plaque and trouble 
pour batnke, when pou fee her caſt ber gorge, when her beath 
ſtinkes, toben thee trembleth and weitheth ber traine, when 
{he croakes in the night, ofereth with herbeake fo her panel, 
toben her metot is not cleane, white, nor infuch abounsance 
asttoughttobe. And beſides all this, when pour Patnke 
kepes 
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Repes at one ftap,andislow of flefh continually. 

In thiscaleit behooues pou to beftropthele wormes epther 
{witha ſcowring of watt aloes Cpaticke, Muſtard fede, and 
Agarick,ofeach one cqnall portions, vſing to giue it as J haue 
taught poubefore. D2 clic by miniſtring the pouder ofthe Gal. 
ofa Woꝛe pig dryed in the ſmoakeror tf theſe faple, to give the 
powder of arts homme being dried. 

WMhite Dittander, Hiera pgra minore, (foꝛ thercarefund2p 
kinvsofit)of cach two dꝛams, Aloes Cpaticke well wathte 
thee Danis, Agaricke, Satfcon, ok each one dram, being al ine 
corporate with hony of Roles,is an excellent remedie againſt 
the wormes. Pou mut keepett well, and gtue Falcons, Go⸗ 
thainkes and (uch like,the bignes ofa beane,butto Sparow⸗ 
hawkes, and the leſſer fort of Hawkes, as much as apeaſe, in 
founcof a pyll,thruſting tf downe pour Hawekes throat, kee⸗ 
ping her alter it a ſpace on the ſiſt, till the haue ſliſed and mew⸗ 
ted her medicine, keeding ber afterward with good meat after 
yout wonted mater. And this ſhall recouer her, and kill the

Forthe fame diſeaſeit is very good to giue a ſcowꝛing of.

N Ow J amentred in {peech of twos, Jthinke it goon ta 
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cure of them, albeit thee worms do not al depẽd of the gorge, 
fo2 their natural place,¢ being ts near the the rains ofa hawk, 
where they be enwrapped tn a certaine thin net o2 fkin,feueral 
by thenticlues,apart from eyther gut orgorge. 
Theſe Flanders (as the very name voth impoꝛt,)are final 
as theeds,¢ one quarter ofantnch long,and moze proper and 
peculiar to Falcons, than to any other halvke oꝛ ſo wle. Ana 
this makes uve tothinke that they are naturally allowed the 
Falcon, becauleinded they ove not atall times bere ¢ trouble 
the hawks, but now and then,¢ elpecially when the hawk is 
po? elow of fleſh.Butif ihebe hie elufty,then by reafon of the 
abundance ofnouriſhment ¢ fwathat they recepue from the 
hawke, they molett her not at all, but rather do her. gad :¢ mp 
reaſon is this. cannot be induced fo thinke that nature( who 
both vſe to make nothing but to ſome end and purpofe) hath 
poduccd and placed thoſe Filanders in that part of thefalcon 
fo2 naught,o2 to hurt the hawke. But hoy ¢ in twhatfo2t thep 
pleafureo2 profit thehawke, J could neuer pet reach by cone 
lecture. : 
Wiben they ave troubled and grieued with the Filanders, 
pou hall firſt diſcerne it bp the pouerty of the hatwkes by ruf 
fling their traines, ¢ bp certain twitches and ftarts that thep 
will make, ſtrayning the fit 02 pearch with their pownce, and 
lattly by their croking inthe night time, which kind of noyſe 
they vtter, when the Flanders prickeand gripe thent within. 
Foꝛ when they want their ſuſtenance, tehich thep can by no 
meanes haue when the hawks are lobo and pore, then do thep 
endeauout fo rend and breake that ſlender net wherein they 
ave naturally inclofed, to iſſue out to fake their bicuals fome 
other where. And many times tt hapneth, that,not (ing to 
if in time, and at the fir, they patle thꝛough their tueb,¢ crall 
bp as bie as the bery heart, and other principal partes of the 
Palwke, whoreofit mu neds confequently follow, that the 
periſheth without redemption. 
Jhaue ſometimes ſeene this peſtilent worme by piercing 
and 
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and breaking the bed wherein nature hath layde them, afcend 
pp fo hie as they came fo2th,¢ appeared at the Hawkes beake 
and mouth. 

WAhererore it (hall be neceſſary to refpec the cure of thefe 
Fylanders, not by killing them as you would doe other 
nones , (forthen happily being dead, and rotting in that 
place, from whence they carmot pafle away {with the hawks 
mewie, they tuculd there cozrupt¢ brad a ſilthie impoſtume 
in ber) but the tway that you mull take, is,by making them 
aunke {with ſome mevicine to entertaine them in fuch ſorte, 
as thep may not offend 02 gripe the bulwke. 

Whe belt remedy that can bee deuiſed lor tt, is to fake a 
Garlick head,pilling from the cloues thereof the vtmalt rind: 
{which done, you ſhall vᷣ fome ſmall vron tole or bodkin heat 
in the fire, pierce the Cloues, and make certaine holes in the. 
And afterwards ſteeping them in ople at leaſt thee Dayca,gtue 
your Falcon one of them down ber theoat: fo2 the Cloue of 
Sarlicke vſed in this manner as Itell pou, will ſo envage g 
aſtonethe Filanders/that for thirty o2 forty dayes alter thep 
{will not at all moleſt pour Hawke Whereupon ſome Falco⸗ 
ners when their Falcons bee low and pore, once in amoneth 
doe of ordinarie giue them acloue of Garlicke fo2 feare of tie 
Filanders, fo preuent the worſt, and truly fo good effet. dud 
fo: that very purpofeandcanfe,are ſeldoauie o2 neuer withont 
Garlicke Lxpedin Dyle, where the longer they lye, the bef 
fer,and more me dicinable thep are. 

Thus mul you deale with thoſe Filanders fhat lie inthe 
ravnes. But there is one other kind of Filanders lying in the 
guiso2panelofa hawke, which are long, ſmall and white 
worms as though they bad dropt out af the raines of p hawk.

And if you like not the ople,sio2 qreting pour Falcons 
feathers and plumes, compound thoſe forefara polnders with 
Vineger at the fite: but it ts certaine that the Dyte is the bet: 
ter far of both, and moze proper to this diſeafe 

If pou can, que your hatwke opie of bitter Almonds, and 
not diſquiet her gore, and alter it bettoty the other cure vpon 
her, with the annointing her as Jhaue taught you, you chall 
findit the molt perfec remedy that may be agatnitt thoſe Ft- 
Landers that lodge in the guts and bowels of pour batoke. 


Of the difeafe of the Liver, 

—T liuer of a hawk ts oftentimes enflamed by ouermuch 

bating and trauell, as it hapneth not ſeldome to Falcons 
bought from far and fo2vain countries by ſhip, again, when 
they be impatient and bedlam in the mew, or whenthey fixe 
ſurcharged 16 ouer areat bels. $02 the onerbelling ofa Falcon 
puts ber toa qreater paineandtrouble Chau needs. WBy thele,¢ 
fuch like occaſions, hawkes beccine hote liuered. Againe ſom⸗ 
times tt hapneth by meane ofan Apoſtume, which is engen⸗ 
bed eyther byſome pricke of athomne,o2 the ſtripe ofan other 
batwkes pownce, by crabbing ui ber. For when they haue ſuch 
a ripe 02 pricke, the (hinis boeken cut pa dy, but the bloud 
remainingcorrupt within, engendreth the apeſtume. Many 
times this diſeaie of the liner proceedes offome bruiſe againſt 


fhe ground,o2 in a tree.o2 the encounter with another fotule. 


Pou thal perceiue Chisdt vate ofthe inflammation of pliner 
When 
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inhen pour batoke ſtandeth melancholy, caſteth not at ber ac: 
cuſtomed and wonted howres, by hecfotulecatinigs, bp her 
Linking and ill coloured mewts( whereot a ſpake beſore) bp 
her labouring thicke wi fhe panell, and by ſeeling of ber: For 
ber pulſe doth beat as the pulfeofa man that hath a Feauer, 
Moreouer hermetatts as blacke as any incke. The diſeaſe is 
the molt peſtilent and dangerous ofall others.

Moꝛeouer it is very Soueraigne fo waſh her meate tit the 
iuyce ok Henbane, or elſe(that which doth much moze refreſh 
the Hawke) fo take a little larde o2 bacon without the rinde, 
and well walht anaconferucdin good Uoſe water, and laſt 
ofall rolled in powder of Sugar Candy.· act) this. receyte 
mide than with any other, am Jaccuſtomed fo recomfort and 
refrech my Hawke when ſheeis fick of her luce. Notwithſtan⸗ 
bing the other medicines ave very wholeſome and God. And 
fpertallp god fret) butter ,o2 Dyle waſhte aid prepared, as 
% faught you in the ſormer chapter.. 

Wat whenthe miſchiele ofthe liuer is engendred by tome: 
puicke ofathoone, orthe rabbing with ſome other hawkes 
or ſoule, as diuerstimes it happeneth to the Falton, by en⸗ 
counter witha Hearon, wen they binde together in the aire. 
In this ertceantty, mummy purifies made ts powder / is very 
geen. Poumuſt roll pour habkes meat in this mummy 
preparedthreeoꝛr ſouce times, and fo gluet ‘fo pour patuke:

If e beill affected in her liuer by a bruiſe againſt vᷣ ground

Truly without doubt your hawk 
fall recouer tf you ſollow this methode, vnleſſe the lyucr bee 
remoued out of his place, tubich fometimes dooth happen by 
fome great bruiſe o2 ſtraine. And you fhall know it by acontt- 
nuall hardneſſe which pou thailfeele inthe bainkes pannell, 
and by her vellow meints. 

Fo2thisinconuentence there ts noremedy nr fhe worlde fo 
be bad although pou would frie all the medicines that ate to 
be vſed to hawkes, you thall pofit nothing. It muſt nedes 
follow that within fiue dayes pour hawk peke off the pearch. 
It is not curable. 

Giorca us anexcellent Falconer, for the indiſpoſition and 
heat of the lyuer, willeth pou to take halſe an ounce of S oida- 
nel,and one ounce of lreos, which ts floure de Luce. Vou mutt 
beate thefe into fine powder, and conuepit info your cafting, 
¢ fo gtue if vour hawk. Withal at night hee wils pou, when 
pour hawke bath put ouer, and wellſcowred ber filth, ſeed her 
with godmeate walht in thefe cooling waters ſollowing. 

Wake water of Endiue, Maydenheare, Cycorie, and WBu⸗ 
qloffe:in thefe waters may pou waſh pour batwkes meate, as 
alfo ber catkina,if it pleafe pou, {napping in the cating the 
powder aloreſaid.

Dmetimes the arme and font of a Watoke doth fivell; by 
means of ill humozs thatdelcend and drop doiun fhoough 
weakenesof the fmt or arme,thzouch over great trauel ¢fotie, 
through age, by reaſõ of fome blot 02 butte recetued long be- 
fore. This mifchiete may eaſily bee aifcerned afinell by view 
of eye, as fouchot hand:fo2 beſides that pou thall plainely pers 
ceiue it in ſight, vou may feel a very great beatin the member, 
fo as ſometimes the Hawbke ts vnable fo ſtand on her legs fo2 
pane and auguiſh thereof, Wberefore it is neceſſary fo looke 
to it with all care that may be, and to vſe the matter, as the 
humorbꝛeed not the cate, oꝛ the pinne, wohich oftentimes hap⸗ 
neth to thoſe pore birdes to their great and continuall plague. 
The wap tocureit,is to ctue the humoza bent bp launfing 
if,and after that fo recom foot fhe member, bp ofté annointing 
it with the white of an egge, vinegar, and roſewater, well bea- 
fer andcovled together, o2elfe with berp god olde oyle of oz 
lines, fuch as pou can come by out ofa bottle wherein oyle 
hath been long time kept: fo2 thoſe drops that hardly come out 
of thebottic, arefarve betfer than any new freſh ople, and 
are moze medicinable tn this cafe. 

Moreouer, beſides theceafing of the paine, to delay the ſwel⸗ 
ling, pou (yall find it very ercellent cod, fo fake the powder of 
Acacis,¢ terra Sigtllara of eyther foure dams, incoꝛpoꝛating 
them with vineger, the white ofan egge, Koſe⸗water, and the 
tupce of Nightſhade, as much as will ſuffice fo make this vn⸗ 
quent ſoft and delicate, and withthis receite fo annoint the 
R hawkes 
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hatwks fot or arme oftentimes fo2 a pace: fo2 this vnguent no 
queftion, twill both take away the immoderate ach and pame, 
ag alfo mollitie and delay fhe (welling, and fo reſtore pour 
hawke fo ber former plight againe. Wutaboue all there ig 
none moꝛe certaine then totake oyle of bay, and beating it 
wel with aqua v cx,annoint the hawks fet ozlegs therwith. 
Aun other approued medicineis, to annoint the ſwelling of 
pourbatwkes fot with Oleum Petralium( bohich is the oxle ofa 
Kocke) and with ople of white Lillies, taking of each of theſe 
like quantity, the blod of apigeon,and the taloln ofa candle, 
beating all thefe together a little at the fire. This vnguent wil 
throughly refolue the muchief,o2 af the leaſt, by reſoluing the 
thinneſt humors, bring it fo that patic,as pou thal ſee the grot:

Welides this, a very qed remedy fo2 the ſwellingin a hawks 
fot after a rupture made, is to vfe this cerot that fallotveth, 
Take Gumme Arabicke, Armoniack, Sagapcemlacnimme fg 
callen,of eyther two dꝛams, Grecke Pitch, and chip pitch, of 
each a reaſonable quantity, powder of Maſticke th:wountes, 
af dile of Juniper, or of the Ffir tree, newo Way as much as wil 
fuffice fo make a Cerot acco2ding to arts diſſolue your gums: 
in vineger, which done,fpreadofthis bpon a pleqgartoflinné 
cloth, applyingit hanſomly both tuithin the fet and without, 
making certaine holes where thꝛough taconuey the hatyks:

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Any times kor all the care and remedies aloreſaide, the 
gowt oth befala hawk which is none other thing tha 
a hard tumoꝛ andfivelling, full of corruption about the ioynts 
ofgPatoks ſot and firetchers, which diſeale is very paineful 
and offentine,bp mean whereof the hawke cannot prey . Tru⸗ 
ly the gobat ts anincuvable euill, and maybe termed a (ware 
quam ſanus.) Let Falconers and writers fay what they liſt, J 
fo2 mp part can thus much alſure pou, thatinall mylife, J 
was never able by any deuiſe fo cure the golvfe confirmed , 
whetherit were fo2 want olcunningin me, orby reafon ofthe 
malignity of the diſeaſe, which doth rebel and ſcorn any reme⸗ 
Dy that hall bee applyed vnto it Vet notwithſtanding becaule 
it thal not fieme that J do it vpon loth, x for defire fo beſilent,

Sgaine,itis berp god again thefame mifchiet, to cauſe 
your Hawke in foure 02 fluc bits of meat, fo takeaqnantity 
of Saffron in Chiues, vſing ber after the manner andfo2me 
aloreſaid. 

Moreouer, it is a very god way fo delay and kill the liſt and 
likingofa ſparohawke to feede ber for three, loure, oꝛ more 
daves tf pou thinke good {nith liquid meates waſht in water; 
toberein the great pylles of Oraus haue beene infuſed for the 
ſpace ol eight orten dayes being finely cut fo peces. But it 
fhouls be far better if poucauſe thoſe rinds ¢pitles to be boiled 
in water, ſo long vntill thep become (oftandtender, and then 

to 
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fo wam pour hawkes meat therein. 

4fypour paivke be with Cage(as they tearme tt) ſo as you 
inap percerue and hele the ras within ber, beſides thote fore⸗ 
faid remesics, it ſhall bec good fo annoint er tuell with oyle 
oliue:which being Done, conucy in thy forefinger at her tuell, 
as finely as thou cantf,fo iicle theeas, which ifthou once feele

Ometimes tt fo falleth out, that batwkes doc uot mewe in 
Btune, ſo as they niay be flown with in the pleatant tine: of 
fhe.peare,nozbedzalone when other Stalconers do accuſteme 
to drꝛaw their hawkes butthey come folateasthe yeare ts far 
ſpent, and fmall pleafure tobe fakenin keeping or fleeing with: 
ther, fo2 which aman ts ſometimes dꝛiuen offorce ta vſe de⸗ 
uifete further (he matter,and to practile to make her met feo: 
nerthan her acenfic med maneris fo mew of her ſelfe. Mher⸗ 
ſore to make a hawke mewe timely, the ſureſt and beſt way ts’ 
fo cat her off into a good mebe ſor the purpoſe, (made in maz 
ner as Jhauetaught pou betore)and there to allow ber of the. 
belt hote meats that may be had, as Quailes, Pigeons, and 
Sparomes and row and then amongto ſet her inthe mewge 
ſome veſſell, large and deepe, conuenientlyx filled with water, 
wherein pour hawke nay bouse and bath at her pleaſure. 

Wut if this ordinary kin ofgood and kindly mewing 
will not fevnethe turne (4 which! ſeldomeor neuer almoſt haps 
nethto Goſhawks, ſor thathy this ſoꝛmerfaſhiõ ¢ vſage thee.

doth vſe fo mew very well and orderly (thenas J ſaid)it beho⸗ 
ueth to aflift and further nature by art and phyſicke, to cauſe a 
Hawke to met timely. roy t: 

To helpe in this cafe thoſe kirnels o2 ſmall nuttes, which 
are growing Onder the thoat ofa weather, are very god (as 
inineauthe2 affirmeth) bling them cuery thud dap fo2 thrice, 
oꝛ thereabouts, allowing a Sparotvubawke thee oꝛ foure of 
them at once,betng both empty gorged and panneld. But pou 
may aiue a Jfalcon fire 02 mozeat one time, holding fhe batuk

Cfpectally remibring fo fro 
ber all that while thee ts fo without feathers, twice in a dap,als 
owing ber (uch and fo much meat as fhe can endew, emake 
ainay with. Foꝛ all that time will Hee conet great gorges, and 
ridde qreat ſtore of meate vntillſhe haue recouered her cote az 
caine. And to reſtraine her, oꝛ kepea hard hand vpon ber, has 
ving mewed ber fethers,and being now at pont to put ſoorth 
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neto in theirplaces, will breed her feathers to be ful of taints 
andill fauoured, and beſides that her Sarcelles and princi⸗ 
pals twill not be fo long and large as they ought to bee, by 
mcancs whereol thee toll not bee able to fle fo Well as he 
was atcuffomed. 

Somie others, fo caule a hawke fo mew ſpeedily, doe twill 
you fo enwꝛappe ber meate tn the powder of a Frogge dryed 
in an ouen 02 fornace. 

Other ſome/ in the poboder ofa Cuttell bone, taking off the 
powder of this ih bons,to the weight okapenny. Wut theſe 
pracifes and deniles Jdid Neuer approue, and therefoze doe 
committe them to the diſcretionof the Keader. : 


Of Accidentsthat happen and light vppon 
_ahawkes feathers,and firft how to 
vſe the matter when a feather 
cannot bee ymped. 


Juers and ſundryv times tf fo fals out that a a Hawkes 
AY feather being drawn out ofthe wing 02 traine by vio⸗ 
lence and ferce,the bole clofes bp,aud thuts aftertt peefentip, 
in fuch fozteas a nein feather can by nomeanes grow and 
ſpring bppein the place toferue the hawkes turne and vſe ae 
gaine. 

Ror remedie hereof, ſlome poe will a man fo make the hole 
againe where if was before,’ andto open itt afreth witha bare 
ley graiue, dryed ſo as it be not burnt. Then after that, 
to keepe it open that if runne not together againe, pou 
mut frame a ſinall Pellette of Larde, 02 boyled Ho⸗ 
np, which beeing conveyed into the hele, will there abide, 
vntill fuch tine as the ſhotiug out of the ney feather poe ree 
moue it and diſplace it. 

Some other time it hapneth a feather to bee broken in the 
quillfo neve tye wing, as itis * poſſible fo vmpe it bag 
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then noe they ble, (to make the quilltofall and poppe aay 
{without paine te the hawke) this deuiſe. They annoynt the 
place with the bloud of a young Bat, whitch will caufe the 
beoken quill fo come alvap. After which, to keep the hole open 
they ble the helpe afozefatd with thebarly corne. 

Theſe twocures J neuerfrped, becaule it was.nener mp 
bappe(3i thanke fo2tune) to and nedfullofthe peactiſe. But 
fruelp 4 like neither of them fo well, as 4 can greatlp come 
mendthem. 

Otherwiſe it chanceth thꝛough the hurt of a hawkes 
wing, (hat one or two of her Flagges, long feathers, 02 Sar⸗ 
celles are brꝛuiſed, and thereby both put her to great paines 
and eake hinder her fling. Mherelore it hall bee in this cafe 
very neceflarp, as foneastt hapneth fo looke and view fhe 
wine well, whether there be any bloudimuchozlittle in the 
quillthat is bouifed in manner aforeſaid:which fit beſo, it thal 
be necdfullto picree it with a Marpencedlejo2fuchitke inſtru⸗ 
went fo giue the bloud iſſue befoze fuch time as tt bee congeas 
{ed and waxen hard. And after that to annoint the bruiſe, (and 
eſpecially where the blackebloudis) witholde larde and reſty 

Moreouer, it ſhallbe very god fo ceaſe the paine, to. poure 
vpon the hurt place the 02 foure drꝛoppes of gad Oyle of ro⸗ 
ſes ſomewhat hote, which hauing vſed fo2 the ſpace of three 
oꝛ foure dapes, it ſhall not be amiſſe fo bath it with Aqua 
vite to drie and reſolue it. Iſpou vſe this meane in the begiu⸗ 
ning vohen the hurt is fick taken, no doubt it will breede re⸗ 
ſolution. 

But ik by negligence or otherwilſe it be foreſſacked at firit, 
foasthe bꝛuiſed Sarcell o2 other feather grobn out of oder, 
and croſſe the next ſeather to it in fleeing, and by that meane 
bee a hinderance tothe Patuke, anda paine, it thallbegmd 
tocufitoff inthe quill. And to the end there map aroty an 
other fecondfeatherin the place ofthat whith ts fo ſpopled 
and. cutteomit hall ba well done fo. make the quill to drop 
| away 
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away. Ie bing that to palle,firit ofall wipe well the bloun 
congealed and corrupted within the place, and after that, fll 
it {with Aqua vise of the bett that may be gotten,and dealefo 
atifidallp as the equa vite may ſtap,and not dzoppeout of 
the place. Which mutt be pone by Topping the hole with war, 
02 fuch like deuife. This Aqua vite by meane of the heat 
of it, {will cauſe the quill to fall atvay within eight dayes 02 
—* moze, by meane whereof there map ſhoot dut a new 
ather.

Omtimes if fo fatleth out that p fethers ofa hawks wing⸗ 

o2frain maybe booken, whereupon tt is beth neceſſarie 
and nedefull, fo fet other like in their ſteades. WMhich 
feat wee fearme the ymping of a bawkes feather. 

This may be ponein foure feuerall manners and fathions 
afterthat the featherisbzoken. 
 FO2firk, in the greater and huger fort of Patwkes, if a 7-7. prt 
feather be broken one fingers breadth 02 thereabouts mith⸗ way 7, ymye 
in the quill,then pour next remedie is, fo ſheare it off with . 
a payre of Syſſers 02 ſheares, to the end if may not cleaue 
or riue any further. Then hauing prepared a like feather 
to the ſame of ſome other Hawke 02 Fowle, reſembling 
the bꝛoken Feather: vou muſt cut the quill off it, and fo 
ſorce it together, as it may enter fhe brꝛoken quill of the 
Hawkes feather, annointing it before pou tbruſt tt in, 
o2 fame fo place it faꝛ qadand all, in the Gummie fatte 
of a Figge, the Wolke of an Egge, o2fome kinde of 
Semonde made of purpofe, thruſting if perp directly info 
thetruncke and quill of the beoken feather, and as we map 
tearme if, gralling the 2g the sther. And fo fhe ie 
Birks $8 2

it map haue the better bold, and the faſter ſtay, if ſhall not 
be amiſſe to clynte or naple them falk together with the point 
of. a Partridge feather, taking the very Coppe of it, and 
ftripping away the Feathers on epther ſide the webbe:and 
after that, making a fmall bole with a ſlender Heedle, ſo as 
it paſſethꝛough boththe quilles, as wel that which ſticketh 
fait inthe Hawkes wing, as the other borrowed anda 
opted Feather, deawing through the bole made {with the 
Needle, the point of the Partridges feather fo fill bp the hole 
againe.

Mae times it fo fo2tunes, as the fraine of a batuke ts 
quite ſpoyled, and no one feather left to feruc the turne. 
Wherefore it hall be neceflary in this cafe, to fet pour pains 
a new traine tubichis done alter this manner, 

Bou mutt take a peecetof paper as bigge as pourband, in 
the middle wherofyou mult fit a bole, thꝛough tubich conuey 
the hawkes traine being broken, bp tothe verrrumpedkher, 
drawing backe through the fay Mit of the paper, all the beatles 
and ſmall feathers of the traine that grote about the batukes 
tewell, both aboue and beneath, foas there appeare none at 
all but the long feathers, vpon vohich pou meaneto work pour 
feat. Shen cut off thole long traine feathers with a fine pens 
knike, beginning from the firtt, (ccond,thicd, fourth, fift, and 
fo on the other foe of the fratnein like manner, and pou mule 
cut them off a flope, ſidewayes towards the top of the trunke 
92 quil, vntil you come fo the two couert feathers, which two 
poumuttcut diredlyp and not floping, as pou did thereft. So 
as when pou baue done, thetraine of the hawke may bee in 
fhape like the pypes ofapap2e of Degans. hen take the 
trapne ofa mewed Sap (ifitbe potible, becauſe they are the 
fapreſt frathers being mewed) ſetting incuery quill of the 
hawkes tratne,one feather of the Jay o2derlyp,the firtt feather 
ofthe Jay, tn the firſt quillofthe Sparowyatwke,and fo con⸗ 
ſequently. Andikthe Japes feather will not enter the bawks 
quull,then muſt rou cut it alittle, anv bufing if with pour 
finer, korce it into the cutquill, annointing the end ofthe bos 
rowed feather in the fat ofa figge,the potke af an egge, or ſuch 
like ſtuffe, and (o placing it rtabt and directly with the hawks 
feather. Hauing (et one feather in this o2der afozefatd,on the 
one fide of the hawkes fraine, patle ouer to theother firſt fea- 
ther of the other ſide, and doe tn like araner, alwayes placing 
and ymping then fo,asin length, and cach condition ele they 

may 
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may agree fully with the naturall feather ofthe hawwke: and 
fo from oneto the other, vntill pou come fo the twocouert 
feathers, which pou mul (et latt ofall the reff and thoſe in ſo 
Cod order, AS pour epe may iudge them te beeercellently pm- 
ped by the tuff length and fise of them. After all this, take a⸗ 
imap pour paper, and witha knife wette in a little ſpittle, goe 
suet all the vmped feathers, putting the knife betwirt euery 
quill, clofe by. the rumpe of pour hawke, and fo go along fhe 
feather to cufte away allfuch (mall feathers, as tall bee out 
or order, by meane ofthe pmping aud cutting off the feather in 
the trapne of pour hawke. GUbich done feather by feather, fet 
pout hawke firit on pour fit, and fo after a ſpace on the perch, 
that fhe map tricke ber felfc,aud right and enoyle ber feathers 
with herbeake. | J 

Pere will J not omitte fo remember euery cod Falconer, 
that hee bane tn bis boule, and in a readineſſe about him at al 
times, bis pmping needles, aud fuch like necefarp imple⸗ 
ments, to ferue the furne withall, and fo lend his companions 
ifthey necd.

he third, which is (C)isa cawteriſing button to burne o2 
ſeare the head of a Hawke, and with that other deutfe on the 
backe ũde, to cnt the Chin onder fhe nares if need be. . 

The laſt, ſigned with the character (D) is oftentimes vſed 
to cawteriſe and enlarac the nares ofa Patuke,¢ therefore is 
made fo ſmall g arp at the point, p better to enter the nares. 


DF thele toles and inſtrumentes, it behours pou to haue 


larger and leſſer, according to the variety ¢ proportion of your 
Hawkes, forthat the Falconand Cofhaiukes head being 
moze huge than the Sparowhairkes,tt Hall not bee goon nor 


connententto cawteriſe thé all vᷣ one felfe poon of one bianes,, 


but fo thift pour tole, according fo the quality of the hawke. 


Quer andbelioe all theſe twles aforeſaid, FFalconer muſt 


haue his paire of kniues, one ſtreight pointed, the other ben⸗ 


Ding at the toppe,a ſplatter, his coping pons, apayre of De 
fers anda Suracons inſtrument to ferue his vſe in all diſeaſes 


of a hawke about her beake and pounces. } 

Thus much J accept fufficient as touching Watwkes ano 
birds of pey,'0 ag noin thereremayneth nothing moze, buf 
the French Falconers opmnionof ot cafes and cures, and laſt⸗ 
iy one {mall treatife and very neceflary diſcourſe, as touching 
the vifeates that happen te Spaniels twith the cure of the ſaid 


mifchiefes which hall bee the very laſt part of afall this col. 


lecttonof Falconrie.

becauſe J find ſundry things very god andnecefary in the 
French pragicioners which may ſtand pou in ſtead, (as well 
fo2 manning and luring, as allo curing pour Bifeafed haoks) 
fo2 whoſe onelp benefite J vndertoke the collection of this mp 
bake.

‘How to keepe and maintaine all manner 
of Hawkes in health, good plight, 
andliking. 


Te keep Zfalcons and allmaner ofbirds of prep in health, 
the chiefe Falconers fay » they muff nener bane a great 
gorge giuẽ the {pecially of groſſe meats,as Beeſe, Wozke, ans 
fuch other that are hard fo be putouer € cndetved. oꝛeouer 
pou mut beware iu any toile that pee leed them not with the 
Aeſh of any beatt that bath lately gone to ruite, fo2 p will kill 
them, and pee ſhall not percepue how. J find by experience, 
fhat the giuing of great gozges, and the feeding of them with 
fuch fortes of flefh, (fpecially cold) noth deſtroyx and ſurſeite 
moze hawkes than all other mifchances thatcan happen fo 
them. And therefore Jwarne all Falconers to beware how 


thep 
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they ouergorge their hawkes: and ifthey be dziuen to feve 
thein with grolſe lleſh lor tant otbetter,let ithe well ſoaked 
in cleane water, and afterward {ufficiently tell Wong. Fe 
* bee done in Summer Lith cold water, and in Minter 

vith luke warme water, andit muſt not bee wꝛwongto much 
ote the hand: fo2 the maflinetle of the flety,and the loſeneſſe 
of the water will caufe them to put ouer,and to indew the fas: 
ner and more ſpedily. Andit will caufethem to haue the 
larger panels, whereby they Mall the better ſcowꝛethẽſelues 
downward of the glit¢e groſſe humors. And thisis to be vn⸗ 
derſtood of allavofic flelh wheretnith pe fhall be faine ſome⸗ 
times fo fade pour batvkes:but not ofany other feeding that 
is light and of gad digeſtion. Foꝛ pe muſt haue diſcretion 
fo reward pour hawke now and then with ſome god line and: 
warme meat,o2 elfe hea may bee bꝛought toloww. Neuerthe⸗ 
leſſe the ferning of your hawkes with waſht meat(asis ſayd 
befoze)is the way to keepe them in health.

that hindred the caſting ofit. And fo2 tant of Alocs,quue her 
the mountenancte ofa beane of thermteof Celendine, in two 
02 th2e pellets, and it wilteaſe herout of hand. And fo further 
the matter,it fhall not bee amiffe fo awe ber one ſponefull of 
water wherein the Celendine rotes haue bene ſteeped fone 

fpace:fo2 the bitterneſſe thereof woill force her to caſt.

F you mind tokepe pour hawkes in tune and Fate fo flee. 


well, yau muſt make them bath oftentimes, and pou mult. 
fet water by them, though they liſt not to bath. Foꝛ ſomtimes 
a Batoke ts delirous fobotuse,and take of the water by rea⸗ 
fon of fonrechante,o2 fo2 fome. beat of her body, oꝛ of her Li⸗ 
uer: ana then ts water god and auaileable to (ct her. againe: 


in god plight and health: which thing pou ſhal kghtly perceiue 
by thatthat the Hawke twill make countenance of moze: 


cheareand reiopce moze. Wien pour hawke is bathed (whe⸗ 


— bee Goſhawke o2 Falcon)lette her bee thꝛoughly well 


weathered 
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— ss 
weathered at the lire, or in the Zunne. And it ſhe happen tobe 
waſhed or ſoviſt withraine, or otherivile letherbe thꝛoughly 
weathered as is ſaid belore, lelt Mhelurietby colo, ſpocially tube 
Mee comes krom the ficld,and from her Leing. For then is 
fe commonly mard for lacke ot god order and looking foo, 
infoniuch that theteupon infu the Pantas, andotherdifea- 
feg. Andtherefoze tohert the Falconer perceiueth the tine 
tobe dangercus [02 bis batvke fo take fuch mannerof colde, 
as tn winter tune after ber flight,o2 bp taking Wet in Gying: 
hee mut ſirſt weather her well at the fire,oz In the Sunne, ¢ 
then gine her fine Cloues of Maces tn ber caſting, ¢ that will 
heate heragaine. 


To keepe Hawkes frominconveniences 
which they take of thenmfelues, 
or which happento then 
vnawatese 


Urthermoꝛre, fo preferne Hawkes frommifchiefes which 

they fake lightly by cold 02 otherwiſe: when pe bauebas 
then ¢ weathered them, beware of fetting them in cold ¢ moiſt 
places, but chofe fome warme and drie place, and with fome 
cloth roll the pearch o2billet that they ſtand on. Foꝛ diuers 
times when hawkes baue beater and bruiſed themfelues at 
the encounter, with great toyle in the field 02 at the riner,thep 
ber fo tp2ed,and take colo fo lightly, do ſo chafe their feet, that 
if pee fhould fet them downe in that plight vpon a ſtande of 
ſtone oꝛ wood, their legges and fete would ſwell by reaſon 
of the bumozs that would fall downe ¢ diſtill from the higher 
parts,and by that meane brꝛed gowtes, as bapneth in men 
bp ltke diſorder. For {uch difeates light not fe men,no2 pet to 
Patwkes, but fo? want ofgod hadandloking to when they 
haue diftempered themfelues by any immoderate erercife. 
Wathen {ach nifeates light vpon pooze birdes, they be hard . 
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be cured, vnleſſe a man haue Beryp god {hil fo oder thein, and

i further, that the god Falconers and fuch as haue 
a care fo bie theiv Bawwkes well, and to keepe them in 
health, mutt make them to tive folvards the euenungs befo2e 
they lef themiouke.@iben pour hawke bath put ouer and in⸗ 
dued, afterward tn giuing her caſting, you may well at pour 
diſcretion giue her Af you lit) alittle Aldes Cicotrine tn ber 
caſting, 02 elfe fome common prll, ¢ that doth aveatly ſcowre 
fhe head, and do ber much gwd. And that muſt bee done epther 
oncea weke, or tinicem thee weekes: and the fatd medicine 
is giuen diuers times by fuch as like not to giue their Hawks 
firing. Neuertheleſſe J fap that tyring in the morning after 
the Hawke hathcaſt, is very god: Andikthe tyring bee of plu⸗ 
mage, keepe her from eating of feathers (as well as you may) 
fo2 feare leaſt thee take caſting before the euening: ſor to⸗ 
wards night it is no danger, kor then ok common courſe he 
is to haue caſting. Let her tyre againſt the Sunne, ſnyting 
and ſewing her beake a little at pourdiferetion,afteras you 
find your Hawke low and pore, vntill pou intend to goe fo 
pour pattime. 4 haus knowne many Falconers that neuer 
make thetr hatnkes fo tyre, ſaying, that it is but a cuſtom, 
and needleſſe: but J fay the contrary· For inaſmuch as the 
Patwke is exerciſed by reaſonable tying, thee berommeth the 
healthier anv the liahterboth of body and of head, by all mo- 
Deratecrercifes,pea,and ther is the better in fate allo as you 
may percepue. Anda belicnethat theopinion of fuch as fay 
ſo pꝛoceedeth ofnothing but of floth and of fmallloue which 
they haue fo theirhatukes Therfore forget not to make your 
Patwke to tyre againſt the Sunne in the mooning: lſor it rid⸗ 
deth them the better of the wwatry humozs that deſcend nes 
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their heass,ifepther before the doing of it, or after, pou fet the 
ppon apearch againtt the Sunne, that they may tricke and 
enoyle themfelucs at thew pleature. This none, pre may fet 
them in their accuſtomed places. And becauſe fome Falconecs 
are ſoſlothfull(as ts ſaid afo2e)that they will not make their 
Patwkes to tire, andotherſom haue not leyſure alnaves to do 
it: in ſtead of tyring, J twill giue them a remedy that follotweth 
to eaſe them oftheir watry humors which they haue in their 
heades fo; want ot tyring. Wake Agarike beaten into pow⸗ 
der and /erapicra with alittle ſaftron, and make a pyll of it 
as bigge as abeane, and put a third part leſſe of f erapicra than 
of Agaricke tobinde yourponder together. Let that pyll fo 
made bee put into bir w2apped in Cotton, foinards Cuening 
iuben thee hath enducd her gorge € ts emptic, making her fo 
receyue tt thee o2foure dayes together. And pou may ble 
this medicine from moneth fo moneth at your diftretion: And 
by the opinion of all Falconers pa may giue this pyll fo2 ail 
vnknowne and binden difeates fo2 which you kuow none o⸗ 
therremedy..

F pou entend:to krepe and maintaine pour Falcons andal 
other Pawkesinhealth :fake Germander, Pelamountaine, 
Waſill, Orimel feneand Wome flowres, of cach of then half 
an ouncerof J fope,of Saxifrage.of Polpodie, ¢ of Hoꝛſemints, 
ofeach of them a quarter of an ounce: of Putmeages , 
a quarter ofan ounce: of Cubebs, Woꝛage, Humy, Moge⸗ 
wort, Banc of fhe foure kinds of (bwabolans, /xdorum, Kebu- 
lorum,Beliricorum,and-Embelicorum, ofeach of them balfe an 
ounce:of Saffron anounce,and of! aloes Cicotrine the fifth 
partofanounce. All theſe things confed to a powder, and 
af 
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atenery cight day 02 at euerr twelfihdayp giue pour Hawkes 
the quantity ofa beaneofit with thetv meat. And tf thep 
{will not take if fo,put it in a a Hennes gutte ticd at both ends, 
o2elfe after fome other means, fo as yee cauſe them to receiue 
it do wne. And if they caſt bp the fleſh againe by force ot the 
powder, let it no moze be giuen them {with ficth, but in the 
forefaid maner ofthe qutte, and let them Mand emptie one 
how2e affer.Andaccozding as pou fee pour baluke diſpoſed, 
makeber to bfe this medicine, fo ſcowee ber of the euill hu⸗ 
mors that are in her body, bred of feeding bpon naughty fleth, 
{which engendzeth (uch humozs,and cauleth many diſeales in 
hawkes ry : 


That the difeafes which Hawkes. hauein 
their heads,doe commonly come of 
giving them too greatgorges, 
and of fowle feeding: the 
meane to know it. 























erhiefe Faltoners fay and agree, that the diſeaſes in 
hatvkes heads doc moſt commonly bred of giuing them 

foo great gozaes,efpecially of groſſe and ill eth. 3fo2 when a 
Palwke hath to full a gorge, thee cannot tell put if ouer and 
indue if, whereupon it falleth fo corrupting and ſtincking in 
her gore by lying fw long there, and fpecially, more in a 
hawke that is low and poore, than mene that ts high and 
fullof flefhsinfomuch thatthe is forced tocatt tt all ſtincking. 
And if yee happen to put it duer fo ſtinking, it attainteth anv 
rotteth her panel, by meanes thereof the fume and ſtinch al⸗ 
cend bp fo herhead, and there cloſe and ftuffe bp ber cares, 
ano the paflages of her pipes and bead, fo as the humo2s 
which were wont, cannot paſſe atvay as thev were ace 
cuftomed, “by veafon twhereof the heave ſwelleth inordi⸗ 
T 2 nate⸗ 
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nately. For the humoz feeketh iſſue, and vent eyther at the 
cares,o2 at thenares;o2 at the thooat: for want thereof tye 
Patuke falles in Danaerofdeath if he haue not ſpẽdy reme 
Dy. And to difcerne the diſeaſe of the head, the Hawke 
will ſnitke olten, and ſhut ber epes towards night, and ſome⸗ 
times ſhut eft the one, andeft theotherepe, and make as 
though ihe iouked with worſe cheare than the twas wont 
fo doe:and then mutt you beware that fhe finellnot between 
theepeand the beake.

vou mult take thelarde ofbacon that ts not reſtie, 102 o⸗ 
uer old, and of the fatteſt ofit makeſſices, asit twere to 
larde Partridges, and ſuch ſmall birdes, and let them cep in 
freſh colo water a whole night, changing the Mater theee or 
fouretinics. Then take the marrow of befe well picked, 
and fugar once bopled and-clavified anv ofthoſethree thinges 
being ech oflike quantity, with the quantity of alittle Beane 
of Saficen in powder well mingled together, make pylls of 
the biguetic ofa beane, and giue them to pour bathe, cauſin 
fome body to caſt hev,and opening her beake by korce, tf ſhe 
will not fake themotherwiſe. This done, ſet her by the fire 
or in the Sunne, and anone yee ail (ee haw Me twill ſcobbre 
and ſliſe by caſting vpard and dotuncivard the groſte ba⸗ 
mors wherwith her body is cuerrharged. Gnd when the hath 
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med place, and let her not be ſedde ful tino howees after, ana 
then allou hes okachickenor mutton but halfe a noone, Let

gorge, and let the ſaide powder be giuen ber no more but 
once. 

In ſtead of this powder ſome giue this medicine following 
which pou may giue alfoifyou thinke good: that is to wit, 
alittle Staueſacre,hobobeit that ts very ſtrong, ifthere bee 
not (kill vſed fo delay the ſtrength of if. Whereſoreif pou 
mind fo giue pour batwke of if, giue ber not paſt thre o2 
foure graines ofit weapt in a cloath o2 in linte, which pou 
mutt beake aftcrivard, and beat info poieder.

For the Cloues fo giuen, are 
ſingularly god fo: batekes agamſit all Khewmes and hu⸗ 
mors ofthe bead, ſo thatit maketh Chem te haue a godbreath 
and kapeth it from tinking, by letting their whole bodies in 
afeniperate heate. And the Clouvs being io giuen euerie 
eight ay, is enough to keepe a Hawke from all rhewmatike 
pifeafes ofthe head, and iret allofher diſeaſes that come of 


Ofaconfirmed Rhewme that commeth 
ot colde. 


Div that J haue ſpoken of the diſeaſe of the head which 
comuneth ottentines of giuing fo great a gorꝛge, o2.0f 
fowle feeding, Jwill {peake of the i<beivimeo2 pote which 
boepeth ofthe coldneſſe of the bane and. vpper part of the 
head. Lhe hawks that bane this diſeaſe, endure ſuch paine 
as they cannot holde open thee eyes. And of this diſeaſe 
{pring many other guefes, asthe pinne and the webbe in the 
eye, whereby they looſe thet ſight: and ſometimes they ivofe 
their ſight without hauing thepinne and the webbe in theyr 
eps, Beſides that, there followeth the Halwe in theire pes 
asin the eyes ota horſe and ſometimes allo the ppp in their 
tongs and another diſeaſe which ts. called the EProylon in 
the French tong, (J know not what engliſh terme fo beſtow 
vpon if.)

Alltheſe diſeaſes are verp dangerous,and put 
hawwkes in great hasarn,tl theve be not fhill fo remedy them 
betimes. Ane Maſter edie (ajax (ath, that fuch diſeaſes 
breede of flegme which is tithe bodies of Bawkes, as J 
ſayde aſdre of the other Kyewin: and that flegme commeth 
of ſetting them im moiſt and colds places. Alſo ſometines 
it commeth of bringing them home cold and wet cut of the 
Keldes, and of fetting them downe vpon thew pearches with⸗ 
out drring oꝛ warming thet at the fire o2 in the 

Sunne. | 
The reniedy of thofe diſeaſes is ſirſt and ſormoſt to caus 
terize them in manner following. Faſhion alittle pon worth 
around headlike apease ( which tecallea abutton ) and 
make it in manner redde hote in the kzre, but vet not ouer⸗ 
Hote: (fo2peon is very biolentifit be to much heat.) Caute⸗ 
rise ber therewith on the toppe of her head, becauſe the grieſe 
and nifeafe isthere grounded. Cauſe pour hawke fo be twell 
ral that you may tauterise bev at your cafe and pleafure, 
fo2 pou muſt beware of burning ber to deepe, and therefoze 
that pee may be {ure to dort well, maple vour hawk faſt, and 
pulloffafety of ber feathers. As ſoone as pou bane bone fo, 
take another y2on witha point as fharpe as the twth of a 
contbe,and put it in thefireas afore faine, and. therewith 
pierce ber nares in the mids. Thẽ tino or thae dapes alter take 
another fat pron ol a finger bꝛoad, heat likewiſe ved hote, 
and cauterize your hawke againe therewith handſomely as it 
were betweenoe the ere⸗ lidde andthe horneol the beake,¢ do it 
{with the tharper ſide ofthe pron: not that the pron ought ine 
derde tohaueany edge, but rather by all realon to beblunt. 
Gnd take god hed that the fire Couch neither the ball of her 
eye nor her nares, and therefore fee that vee gard her eye with 
a wet clout to keepe it fromthe ſmoak. Gli ſuch maner of fires 
muſt be giuen towards the euening before hawkes ave ſup⸗ 
ped, when they are empty, fo2 otherwiſe the handling of them 
would make them caſt their garges. Mhen all is Done as it 
T4 ſhould 
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Mouldbee, halfe gorge pour Patwke, 02 ſomewhat leſſe with 
warme meate. And the ſame dap make prouiſion of fuch 
SHnaples as are among vines, oꝛ among Fenell, andfuchas 
haue gray ſhelles, they are the beſt, kor men are wont to eate 
ofthem.Steepe fiue or fire of them in the milke ofan Affe, 02 
of a Gate o2elle (foꝛ want ofthat) in womans milke, and 
let it be Done in aged lage glaffe well coucred, that. thep 
creepe not out.

Wiben euening comesthat He 
bath indued ¢ put ouer ber meat, take flue 02 fire Cloues of 
Mace, boken a funder,and wrapped in a pace of fleſh, 02a 
pelletof Cotton, and make ber to receiue it by faire meanes 02 


ſowle by opening ber beake,andconueping it into her. Con⸗ 


tinue this medicine fowre 02 fiue dayes, and pour hawk hall 
recouer.

And then thoſe hu⸗ 
mo2s come Coke moucd,thep fume Lp ints the head,and (ſo 
diſtilling again)ingender heat ofthe ltuer tebich beeaketh cut 
inthe throat and the tong, and thete engender the canker · Vou 
fhall orfcerne this diſcaſe by the fabing-of yvour hawke, ſor in 
taking her meat (hee letfeth it fal,and affertvard bath much az 
noc to ſwallow it. Therefore let her beake bee annointed, and 
youthallifind the difeate of the Canker. Maſter Ame Caſſſan 
giueth this medicine fo2 it. Dake Dyle of Abnonds, 02-ople 
Oliue walſhed as ts lapdafore,and annoint tvell her throat yw 
tf twice orthrice Day. What done, giue herthe laid medicine

Of the Hawke that hath broken her elappe 
by fome mifchancee « ..., ) 

fp other inconucnience befalleth hatwks by the negligẽce 
Aaokſuch as kepe them: fo2 in theic feeding there cleaueth 
oz remapneth fome pecce of flelh in theit iawes, or in the rofe 
_ pi their mouth,o2 on ſome place 02 other of thei beake which 
marreth thew beaks, ſo as itis enfo2ced fo fall away in fliners 
¢ peces. This hapneth for want of wiping their beaks as thep 
ought to bee after their feving, bp meane whereof both her 
claps. grow fo much, as at length it falleth to boeaking and 
riuing ifit bee not remedied in time. And thereof bre deth this 
diſeaſe which Wwe call (EFormica Corroſiva) whereby the beake 
becommeth battle, ¢ is vtterly marred. Walker etme Caffian 
appointeth this remedy folowing.

Gorge, foes ſhee dyeth ofit.. Againſome men ſay, that theyr 
hawkes die of the diſeaſes ofthe head,o2 of the Cray, when in 
deed they dic of the Filanders, or( which ts tuo2le)ofthe( Az- 
wes) a kind oſf Filanders, ſor which twee want an Englich 
ferme. Jwul (peake firſt of thoſe Filanders that craule vp to p 
hawkes gorges, and from thenco to the holes in theirpalates, 
whereat the hawkes doc beeath,andby them intotheir brains 
whereby thep bein anger of death. Me may perceiuethis ine 
conuenience inthe gorge bp this, that iuben pou haue fea pour 
hatuke, fhe Filanders fecling the ſweetneſſe ¢ taſte of fhe ficth, 
do ſtirre and cvaule about infuch wile 5 as pou ſhall fe pour 
hawk oftentimes gape. Byreaſon tnberof it commeth to pafic 
‘that now and then ſhecaſteth ber gorge. Again, yee may know 
‘by this, that vourhawke will bee ſtrayning at them with ber 
talons. Therfore caſt ber gently, and loke into her theoat, and 
‘pou chall (ce them crawling there. To kill the ſaid Filanders, 
Op. Ame Caffian fapth thus: fakea great Kadiſh rote, and 
qmake a hole in it, and fill it with water, ¢ fet it in embers ve⸗ 
‘riesbate; putting freſh embers fo it Continually bp the fpace of 
thal fe an howee o2 moꝛe til it be thꝛoughly well boyled,and as 
your 
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your wax Dintinitheth, fill it alwapes bp againe, botobeit 


that the raddiſh pecloeth twater. mough of bis otune nature. 
Than put the raddiſh into a diſh, ſtampe it and preſſe out al 
the iupce quite and cleane. This done, put the quantitie of a 
Peaſe of ſaffron made into powder into the ſaide water, and 
waſh pour hawkes meat therewith when vex ſeede her, and 
giue ber but halfe a gorge. And tf thee will not frrd on it, let her 
be kept empty till ſhee bee very greedy and eager: doe thus to 
her three o2 foure dayes together, and pou Mall kill the Filan⸗ 
bers and make pour hawk found.( gf pou wath pour hawks Addi:i⸗ 
meate in the diſtilled water of Sauin,it till kil the Flanders 
in any part what deuer, oꝛ any other woꝛmes.)

and the likelphood ts great the ſhall be recouered.

Bev inflamation of fhe Liuer hapneth fometines through 
the negligence of (uch as haue the kaping of hawks. Ffor 
they fede them with groſſe and naughty fieth,fuch asis tale 
and ſtinking, Without making of if cleane,bp means {oberof 
HYocedeth the fard inflammation ofthe Liuer. Alſo it hapneth 
fo2 want of bathing when nedets,¢ fo2lacke of water, which 
they ought to haue,o2 with ouerflaing of them, twhen they be 
empty paneld. Pe (hall perceiuethis diſeaſe bp thetr firte: 
fo2 they will be chafed, andthe colour of their chaps twill bee 
changed, andloke whitiſh theough the beate oftheir Liver. 
And ik pee find her tongue {cozched and ſcalded blacke, it is a 
ſigne of death. To remedy this mifchiefe, make the medicin of 
fnatles ſteeped in Aſſes milk,o2 Coats milk,menttoned tn the 
chapters of the difeafes ofthe head, gofthe ſtone: and giue 
pour hawks of it theeo2 foure dayes in the moꝛnings.And if 
voe cannot cet that medicin, ye may vſe the other that is made 
oflard, marow ol beef, ¢ ofbopled Sugar, with alittle Sal⸗ 
fron, four o2 fiue dayes together cuery mo2ning,as ts ſayd bes 
fo2e.

99. dme Caſſian ſapth pet further, that to allay 
the (aid heat in batukes, itis berp qood fo ſteepe 02 wet their 
meat in Endiueor Nightſhade tater: and likewile in white 
wheynewly and lately made. And that this maner of feeding 
mutt be continued foure or fiue dayes fill the Hawke ber bel 
ſcoured. And that ikthe hawke haue a deſireto bouze the ſaid 
whey, ve mutt let her take her fill. Maſter Ane Caſſian faith 
mozconer,that when pour medicine beth ſcoweed pour hawk 
after that maner,¢ hertongis not aught mn the better tune, ye 
mull fake opleoline waſht in two o2 three waters, and bath 
ber tong ¢ throat therewith with a feather thre 02 four times 
tuthe day,fo2 four o2 flue dapes together, cently fcrape her 
fong and throat with a deuiſe of ſiluer o2 of other mettell fo2 5 
purpote.

The firſt 
in thegorge, the (econd commeth of cold,and the third is in p 
reines and kidneys · The firtt kind of Pantas commeth ofbae 
ting bpon the perch,o2 vpon the itt of bun that beareth them, 
by meanes tubercof fome little veines ot the liuer bꝛeake, and ; 
the bisud potwzeth out bpon the Liner, which drieth and clod⸗ 
deth into ſmall flakes,and thoſe rifing bp afterward when the 
hatuke bateth againe, doe ſtoppe the paflages and windepipe, 
and thereof commeth the Pantas. And ſometime tohen the 
Watwke bateth,thole Makes doe fo afcend info her throat,and 
he ouerthinart it thatthe pꝛeſently faticth downe dead: in⸗ 
ſomuch that fome hold opinion, tt is the Dantas that maketh 
Wawkes to die ſodenly. Foꝛ profe whereoLopen pour halwke 
when Heats Dead, and poe fhall finde this maladte in her 
thooat. Walter Ame Cafianqiucth no Medicine to this 
Pantas in chegorge, becauſe it cannot boeminiſtred to hers 
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neither by ber throat no2 otherwiſe. Foꝛ the diſeaſe holdeth 
her in the very windpipe, whereby the breath palſeth in ¢ out. 
Neuertheleſſe bis counfeil is fo clofe bp the hawke in fome 
conuenient chamber with lattis windows, fo as yee may not 
get out, and to fet her five 02 thieperthes, that thee may flee 
fromone to another, and haue the Sun thine in vpon her if it 
be potlible, ano the muſt haue alwayes water by her. And whẽ 
pee feed her, ber meat muff be cut in ſmall pellets; and haue 
nepther feather no2 bone in tf, leaſt the ſtrain her felfin ty2ing, 
and he mu haue but halle a gorge atonce,and but once ina 
day. This is his counfelland aduile fo2 this miſchiefe.

For then they canot 
indefu,no2 put ouerthew gorges, and fo thep furfet, becanfe 
their meat conucrteth into ſſime, and groſſe humors which o⸗ 
uerthrow their appetite, by meanes wherot thep come often⸗ 
times to thetr bane..

oin J will tell pou ofthe outward accidents:and fir 
will {peake of the Teynt which the French Ffalconers call 
Taignesthe Italians Zigvuole and Tarmac, whereotthere are 
theefo2rts. The lirſt is when their pamcipalsoz tong Fea⸗ 
thers begin to droppe off,by meanes whereof many hawkes 
ave marred and caſt away without knowledge how fo helpe 
if, Maller Ame Cafianfayeth, that this commeth ſome⸗ 
times ofthe Liuer, and of the exceſſiue heateofthe body, by 
meanes tubereof ſmall pimples rife vpon their winges, 02 
on their traines, which alterward cauſe thew Feathers fo 


droppe off, and when they are gone, the holes where they 


kod doc cloſe againe, where thꝛoughthe hawke doth periſh, tf 
ſhe be not remedied. This diſeaſe is contagious, and one 
of them will take if of another, and therelore yee muſt nof

Ccffian 
faith, that if pe twill fet ber bp again, ve mutt ſeed her alittle at

Wherefore Paſter Cafia~ ſayeth, that tohen a hawke is in 
that taking, tye mult bee ſcowred thee moznings together 
with the Pels of Rard, Marow, Sugar, and Safiton, and 
ſet in the Dunne, andied tive dayes after with fome geod 
meat. Then mnlk pee fake Bole Armoniacke, Saxguss Draco- 
an, leſſe by one halie,¢ makett in potuder,etemper then fuel 
together with the white ofan cage ¢ Koſe⸗water, and anoint 
ber feet with it threr 02 foure dayes twice a day, fetting her vps 
on fome cloth fe keepe ber fect warme. And il this medicine do 
berno god, take this that follotseth. 

Mallopin ſapeth, that it a Bawhkes fet be but ſwolne, and 
haue not any knubs in the ball of the ft, take apayre of ſiz⸗ 
zers or coping vprons, x cope the talons of her ſwolne ſfote, fill 
theblound ſollovo:wohich done, take Capons greaſe, oyle of Ro⸗ 
ſes,x oxle of Violets, ofeach alike, thotce afinuch of Bele Ar⸗ 
montacke.

Wut inthe French man Artelorch, IJ finde one necellarie 
note for a Haggart/ which ts thts. 

Whe Wagaart (faith he)ts not to be cal lofe inte the mew, 
but fobe mewed on fie fit, fo2 otherwile ſhee would become 
to cop and ſtrange, and fhe fall to bating and beating her 
ſelfe fo2 heat,then muſt pou hode her bp,o2 beſpowt her with 

cold water, the next wayto make her leaue bating. Thus 
muſt vou continue her on the fiſt till Hebeginne to ſhed her 
feathers, then ſhall it be god to ſet her downe, and tie her to a 
fone or perch as pou doe the reſt. Aandaſter ſhe hath mewed, 
and comes fo kleegthen ik voulet ber ſtand on a blocke 02 billet 
cafed and rolled with cloth,you ſhall doe very well. 

Goſhawkes, Tiercels and Sparotubainks muſt be mew⸗ 
ed as Falcons, laue that they will not be borne on the fit, but 
beat liberty in the mew and berp cleanelp ſerued. 

Before pou dꝛaw pour hawke out of the mew fifteene o2 
twenty dayes, youmuſt begin fo bate her ofher diet, the ſoner 
ane better fo enſeam herby reſtraint ol her full keding, which 
fhe had before, fo2 otherinife there would follow ſurfet ans 
repleation,than vohich thereis no moze Dangerous euill..

Likewile ſmall fitheschopped, andgiuen with ber 
nicate, do further a Patukes mewing berp much. Whus doe 
the French Authors write, Jleaue them fo pour experience 
that lift to folloty the French taſhion.

Jfo2 pee may toell vnder⸗ 
and, that tf thee fiele the funne,theatre,o2 the wind, ſhelight⸗ 
ly falleth fobating and ftirring by meanes whereof thee hea 
teth her (elfe inordinately, and foruns in Danger of Death, ¢ 
ſpoyle by taking cold vponit. Wdihereupon fhe Petty falco: 
ners and Houices which knom not what it meaneth, fap 
that the hawke perif}eth bp meancof he mewing and tho⸗ 
rough default.

In doing 
afterthis maneryour Hawke Hall be luſty, ¢ entoy ber all 
the pear after. Foꝛ hardly thal that hawk do herpart in flanig 
that peate which is not well ſcowred, ¢carfully enteamed. 
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When Aloes isto bee giuento Hawkes that 
are fleeing. 


Man are of opinion that when Hawwkes ave fleeing, they 
muft haue Aloes Cicotrine giuen them from moneth te 
moneth, conueping the quantity of abeane thereofiuto their 
meat, ozinto a Hennes ſkinne, to take away the bitterneſſe 
thereot, that ther may kepe it as iong as may be before they 
catt it, then ſetting them all the {ubile by a fire, opin the Hun, 
till thex hanecatt the Aimy and groſſe humors with the Aloes » 
Ano if pe mind tokepe your Hawke from the wormes and 
the Filanders, giue her the mouritenance of a pease of Aloes 
every eight dares in ber cafting. Anaine,pe mut remember 
that whenſoeuer pou perceiue pour hawke tware any thing 
cold, togiueberfiueo2firclouss ofmiaces, and thep twill 
ſcowꝛe her head of all watrx humors: mo2coucr,being giuen 
at euening in alittlecotton as per giue the Aloes, they be Dery 
gad and auatleable again all maner of Filanders.

Ometimes Patukes are with egge in the mew, and effe 
withour the mew, whereby they fallſicke, and are in great 
daunger tf there be not remedy had kor it: which thing pou 
fhaileatily percepue bp them in Way ¢ Aprill, at which times 
they are wont fo be tuith egge. To remedy this inconueniẽce, 
let the Hawkes meate bee waſhed in the bine of aman-chils 
of fire oꝛ ſeuen peares old, eight o2 nine dayes together, and 
that till keepe ber from laying. Wut ifthe egges be al⸗ 
ready full faſhioned {within ber, then to breake ana diſpatch 
fhem,~ & mult(as Batter wile Bes) gius her fhe ii A 
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ofa couple ot egges rere roſted with butter, twice orthrice a 
weke: and that mat bedone darin zthe monethz of May 
and Aprill. Foꝛ beſides that, it will breake ahd Walk away 
the eqs withina hawke, itis god alfo to ſet them bp when 
theybe low in ſtate, hawdeit you muſt remember that when⸗ 
ſoeuer poe miniſter this medicine, pee muſt giue them lem 
withall, foz itis of great nouriſhment. 

Againe, Malloym ſayth, that to bꝛeake egges in Patuke, 
pie muſt takeofthe liquor that bledeth or ozeth out of bynes 
in Warch when they becut, and with that liquoz wath pour 
Patwkes meat nine or ten dapes,and the cages twill confunre 
and watte away by that means, how great foeuer they be.

oꝛr recreation: J twill onely in this treatife deſcribe pou 
their barnes tnth cures due to the ſame. Among allinbich 
4 place the Mangie firſt, as the capitall enemy to the qui 
ef and beauty of a bꝛaͤue Opaniell, wherewith they poore 
dogges are oftentimes greatly plagued, both to the in⸗ 
fection oftheir fellowes, andthe no fender guiefe of theyr 
niatters. | — 

The way fo cure and diſcharge a Spaniell of the man⸗ 
gic, is to annoint him epther at the fire, 02 m the Sunne, The cure 
thaice every other day with an bnquent made of Marrow, for the 
ficke one pound, coinmon oyle fhe ounces , Wauntlone Mangie- 
wellbraved foure ounces, ſalt well beaten and bꝛoſed, athes 
well ſifted and ſierced, of eyther tivo ounces, boyling althefe 

in a Kettle or Potte of Earth, mingling them tueil toge⸗ 
ther fill the barrow flicke bee inco2pozateand well compoun⸗ 
ded withthe reßt. WMith this Unguent thug made and con⸗ 
fected, annoint and beſmeare all the body of your Spaniell, 
and every other part of him, fhifting his litter and kennell 
often, theoftner the better, Andlaitlp, haumathus tone, 
wath him ouer and ouer with god ſtrong lye, andit will mor⸗ 
tific and kill the Mangie. 

Wut il perhaps (as commonly itfalleth out) the Spa⸗ 
nicl loſe her heare though it proceedeth not of the force of this

The 
French man hee calieth it Foxrwyer, which in troty is in 
Englilh nothing elſe but an Anteor Pilmire, applyed here 
in this place to a dogges diſeaſe for fome likelyhood ad pros 
perty betwixt the Piſmire and the mifchiefe, tobich is accu, 
ſtomed fo crapeand goe furtherand further with bis inlecti⸗ 
OM, fo the great annopanceof the pmze Spaniell, euen asthe - 
Piſmire isener buſie trauayling to anv fo, and neuer bye 
occupied. | 

The tay fo ridde this bile dileaſe anv miſchiele, is tobe, 
ſtow vppon the infected place a medicine maveof Gumme 
Dragagan:befoure ounces infuſedinthe ftrongett Ciineger 
that map be gotten by the fpace of eight dapes: and aftete 
wardes bruiſed on a Marble ftone, as Painters do their cos 
lours,adding vnto it toch Allom and Galles beaten fo 
powder, ot eyther two ounces. Titing theſe thinges as J 
haue ſhewed you, pou may make a powder cf maruarlous 
force: fo2 this purpoſe, laying t€ vppon fhe Wember 
where the opangie lies.

other mifchiefe ſhall greatly offend that part of pour Spaneil: 
Which, if itbe not cut a little at the berp point andtoppe, is 
fubtest fo many eutls and tnconucniences, and will be a cauſe 
that the dog will not dare fo preſſe oucrbathlp into the couert 
after bis game. Welides the benefite of it, the Dog becomes 
moze beantifullbp cutting the toppe of bis Kernesfo2 then will 
if buſh out very gallantly, aserperience will teach pou. 


It ſhall be god when Spanell whelpes are one moneth ola To werme a 


oꝛ ſomewhat more, fo woꝛme them vnder the tong: for there Spavell, 


haue they a firing very like to a woꝛme, which muſt be pluckt 
away by ſome deuiſe or other. This is the order ofit: If it be 
a whelpe ofa moneth old, they fake him and open bis ſſerz and 
tawes with amans band: butik it be abigger Spancll, then 
do they conuay a round ſticke into his mouth, fo kepe tf wide 
open: which done, they plucke out the Dogges tong, and with 
a ſharpe knife of purpoſe for it, thep Apt the tong all alonuſt 
Wwhere fie worme lyes, on both fides, and ſo very artifictalip 
With the pointofthe knife, they rayſe bp the worme fhe better 
fopullitaway. But in this cafe there nuit be cave vſed, that 
the tus2mebe not cut afunder, but bad cleane atvay, without 
leauing any part of if behind. 

Some men do ble (in thetaking alway of this worme in a 
Spanels tong) ancdle o2fuch like inſtrument tuith a double 
twilſted threed hanging fo tf, two thaffments inlenath, thaus 
fting the needle quite vnderneath p woꝛme infin p middle of 
if, dꝛawing the needle fo farre vntill the double twiſted thread 
be leuell {with the middle ok the worme, then drawingit hard 
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artificially, nianyp times fhe woꝛrme breakes int fino peeces, and 
fhen itis a verie harde matter to come by that parte that is fltpt 
anid left behind. dcibercioze in mine opinion, the lirſt ts the better 
{way fo difpatche him cleane. For when this worme is once 
quite dꝛawne out, the Spanell twill become farve the fairer, and 
ware thefatter. Many times the want of worming doth kepe 
a Spanell pore, and out of fleth, fo as he can not proue. And 
(ag ancient {n2iters affirme) the worming doth diſcharge the 
Spanell of madneſſe and frenfie (which g can hardly credite o2 
belecue :the infection and biting of an other made Dogge being 
{a venemous, as it is able to worke great effecte in the Dogge 
that is bitten.) 

Thus much J though! god to weite of Spanels, and their 
diſeales and cures, ſor that they ave ſuperintendants, and ne⸗ 
ceflarie ſeruants, both for the Hawke andthe Falconer, with⸗ 
out whome, the ſport would be but colde, and the fople farre 
mozethan it is to the man. Wherelore tf Mall not be amilſſe fo2 
ages Falconer, alwayes fo breve and keepe of the beſt kinde of 
Spanels that he may come by, and fo to refpect them, as they 
heate not at any time: Dit thep doe by miffoztune o2 neglys
